DECREASE IN STOUT'S 
WORKING FUNDS 


Becouse of the decrease by the pres- 
ent legislature of the appropriation 
for The Stout Institute, amounting to 
$45,000, President Nelson did not fill 
the vacancies created by the resigna- 
tion of four teachers, and, according- 
ly, advised the registrar and deans 
to reduce enrollment for the year to 
a maximum of 500 students. 

The President’s disappointment can 
be imagined when on the correspond- 
ing day of the year the enrollment of 
The Stout Institute instead of being 
reduced by 97 students showed an in- 
‘crease of 54 students over the enroll- 
ment of last year or an enrollment of 
151 students more than the President 
provided for. This is a flattering s‘t- 
uation for The Stout Institute but 
tremendously embarrassing for th 
administration. 

The enrollment on the second day last 
year was 597 students; this year th- 
enrollment is 651.

important cultural and educational 
benefits through the wider and in- 
creased distribution of books. 
From monthly statistics supplied to 
the Office of Education by schools and 
libraries, it is estimated that these 
institutions alone will save annually 
at least $1,600,000 on their transporta- 
tion charges on book purchases, a sum 
which otherwise would come ott of 
limited and inadequate book budgets, 
according to Commissioner Stude- 
baker. By this economy more money 
for the purchase of needed books and 
a corresponding greater. circulation 
and use of ‘books cannot help but: re 
sult. A consenvative estimate. it ir 
claimed, places ‘this increased circul’- 
tion at approximately 3,250.000° vol- 
umes annually, a figure which does 
not take into account the increasing 
purchases of books. by individuals. 

In addition to the direct saving in 
money, Commissioner . Studebaker 
noted that the reports showed many 
indications of the freer interchange 
of books in the interest of research 
and culture. Libraries are renewing 
their efforts to encourage study on 
the part of their alumni. Some State 
Universities are announcing their 
ability to extend the benefit. of their 
resources to research workers beyond 
state boundaries. National education 
and civic organizations are finding it 
possible to effect a wider distribution 
of their publications.

work successfully in this country and 
for Americans,” Pres. C. A. Dykstra 
welcomed more than 2,400 freshmen 
to the University of Wisconsin at the 
annual freshman convocation held at 
the State University recently. 

“You enter the University in a very 
sobering moment,” Pres, Dykstra told 
the freshmen. “Your yeneration on 
another continent is marching off to 


“the front—into a very different exper- 


ience and environment.. You are as 
yet able to live normal lives and pur- 
sue your individually made programs. 
You are still free human beings, mas- 
ters of your own destinies, able to do 
with your lives and’ your capacities 
what you will.” 

Pres. Dykstra told the néw students 
that not only is it “incumbent upon 
each of us to know ouselves,” but that 
we must also know our fellows and 
our common problems. He warned also 
that “we cannot fail in this hour to 
realize that we live in a world at war” 
and that “we will be told from many 
sources where our duty lies.” 

“The program which I suggest to you 
today asks you to try to learn some 


“of the facts if not the less6ns of his- 
_tory,”-he explained to the freshmen. 


“Do not close your minds to these 
‘facts. 
blindly. Do not be swayed by the pro- 
paganda which is now on the make.” 
“Let us do our tasks from day to day 
as they come to us; let us live lives 
that are as normal as possible—keep 
healthy, strong, sane; let us be loyal 
to our state and our University; let 
us have peace, fellowship, and cooper- 
ation in our daily round on the cam- 
pus; let us each shoulder his own im- 
ediate responsibilities whatever they 
re and no matter how difficult they 
seem; and finally, let us: assume that 
we are going to remain aloof from 
war, that our primary interest is to 
make our democracy work  success- 
fully in ‘this country and for Amer- 
icans. 
“At this difficult time in human his- 
tory I welcome this freshman class 
to the University of Wisconsin,” he 
declared. “‘We join forces today in a 
great enterprise. I call upon all of 
you to help see it through. Students 
of the University: of Wisconsin you 
are today.

Madison, Wis. (Special) — Thousands 
of high school students of the state 
will be the guests of the University 
of Wisconsin, Oct. 7, with the Wis- 
consin-Texas football game as the 
featured attraction, it was announced 
today by the University athletic de- 
partment. Every student will be fur- 
nished with a free reserved seat 
ticket, the only charge being 25 cents 
for a souvenir program of the game. 


TUBERCULOSIS DANGER 
BEING MINIMIZED 

Madison, Wis. (Special) — Seventy 
per cent of all tuberculosis cases 
could be discovered while still in the 
usually curable minimal stage, 
through an efficient and well-directed 
tuberculosis program, according to Dr. 
R. H. Stiehm, assistant professor of 
clinical medicine at the University of 
Wisconsin. Dr. Stiehm has just com- 
pleted a five-year tuberculosis pro- 
gram among State University stu- 
dents in which he examined over 
16,000 students. 

Stiehm declared: “Because treatment 
early in the disease is undoubtedly 
the biggest factor in recovery, it is 
unfortunate that late diagnoses are 
still the rule.” 

All students enrolling in the State 
University are given a Mantoux 
tuberculin test, designed to reveal 
whether the individual has at any 
time been infected with tuberculosis. 
It was found that a higher rate of 
infection existed among the college 
men than among the college women. 


U. W. CONFERS LARGE 
NUMBER OF DEGREES 


Madison, Wis. (Special)—More than 
50,000 degrees have been conferred 
upon University of Wisconsin students 
by the State University board of re- 
gents in the 85 years since first Pres. 
John Lathrop handed the first grad- 
uating senior his diploma in 1854, the 
statistician’s office reveals. 

Bachelor degrees account for approx- 
imately four-fifths of the total. Over 
_11,000 higher degrees also have been 
awarded by the University. 

Master of Arts proves to be the most 
popvular higher degree, for 7,721 mas- 
ter’s degrees have passed on to 
Badger scholars. Next in number is 
the doctor of philosophy award, hav- 
ing been granted to 2,315 students 
since 1854. 

In addition to the first and higher 
degrees conferred by the University, 


267 eminent Americans have been |, 


granted honorary degrees from Wis- 
consin.

"The treasurer of the SSA has re- 
quested that further remarks on 
the subject of last week’s edi- 
torial might well be in order.

It is there be- 
cause our people realize that no good 
can come from our participation in 
the catastrophe in Europe. We 
strongly hope, therefore, that you will 
vote to retain the present Neutrality 
Act and that you will work to add 
again the cash and carry provisions. 
“The last Great War has already cost 
Americans more than $50,000,000,000, 
or more than the New Deal has spent. 
It will cost yet billions more. The 
War took the lives of 50,000 dough- 
boys and wounded 236,000 more. It 
resulted in the unjust Treaty of Ver- 
sailles which in turn led to Adolph 
Hitler. It did not bring democracy but 
Naziism in Germany, Fascism in Italy, 
Communism in Russia, and revolu- 
tions in a dozen other countries. More- 
over, the last War brought not pros- 
perity but world wide depression, as 
both Herbert Hoover and Franklin D. 
Roosevelt have said. 

“Tf the United States does enter the 
present war, it will gain nothing, 
spend and waste billions of dollars, 
lose thousands, perhaps millions, of its 
young men, and endanger and perhaps 
end democracy and liberty within our 
own country. If the United States 
should enter, a dictatorship would be 
established immediately for the dura- 
tion of the war. As Republican Sena- 
tor Capper has asserted this dictator- 
ship would probably become perman- 
ent as the depression and disorder 
which would follow the war whether 
we won or lost, would open the way 
for the demagogue and the tyrant. 
“If war could be fought to bring about 
peace, liberty and democracy, our en- 
try into the present one might be jus- 
tified. But war breeds hate, prejudice, 
intolerance, not peace, openmindedness 
brotherly love and tolerance. If war 
would end the domination of men like 
Hitler, then the present War might be 
justified. But war creates, not de- 
stroys, fanaticism and fanatics like 
the present dictators. 

“Justice does not stand entirely on 
any side. The Polish corridor and 
Danzig have been both Polish and 
German. Both the Poles and the Ger- 
mans have wanted to keep and to get 
as much territory as they could. If 
the Germans wrongly took Czecho- 
Slavakia, Poland took part of that fine 
country too. 

“The Polish government has not been 
much more democratic than the Ger- 
man. France and Britain as well as 
Germany have been imperialistic, have 
oppressed other peoples (North Af- 
rica and India), and did refuse to dis- 
arm to Germany’s level during the 
1920’s.

“Wurope’s civilization has been a great 
one. The French and English are 
great peoples. France and England 
do have governments much more like 
our own than is Germany’s. 

“But we must preserve America first. 
It is only by so doing, by staying out 
of the terrible cataclysm that we can 
preserve civilization, truth and toler- 
ance, liberty and democracy. We can 
stay out. Let us bend every effort to 
do so. Let us retain our present neu- 
trality law and in addition make bel- 
ligerents pay cash for and carry at 
their own risk the goods they import 
from us. 

“The War in Europe is not worth the 
blood of a single American boy! Let 
us not return to 1917. Let ns remem- 
ber that international law is virtually 
non-existent now. Let us prevent in- 
cidents which might provoke war by 
adding to the present neutrality law 
the expired cash and carry provi- 
sions.” 

Dr. Schafer stressed the importance 
propaganda is playing in the present 
war. All news we receive is censored 
and much of it fabricated. In addi- 
tion, our commentators for the most 
part are biased. We must learn to in- 
terpret discriminately and think logi- 
cally if we are to do our part in pre- 
serving the world’s civilization.

LIBRARY STATISTICS FOR 


YEARS HAVE BEEN: ~<a 
calculated by Miss (Froggatt, ) Stout 
librarian. ; 
During the day the average attend- 
ance is less than one hundred students 
at one time although there have been 
as many as 125 this year. In the eve- 
nings attendance runs from 98 up to 
150. These figures apply to the pre- 
sent rush period that lasts about a 
month or six weeks at the beginning 
of each year. As these records were 
started only last summer it is im- 
possible to compare this year with 
any previous year. 

On September 25 and 26 over 1000 
call slips of all three kinds were taken 
over the desk. Each day 5 or 6 hun- 
dred yellow slips come in. On Septem- 
ber 18 there were 940 yellow slips 
taken, and September 19,950. On 
September 20 there were 948. Each 
day’s yellow call slips makes a stack 
about four inches high, one-fourth of 
which are taken in the evening hours. 
This shows that the most use is made 
of the library in the evening. Students 
report that anyone coming later than 
7:30 o’clock has very little chance of 
finding a place to study. 

Miss Froggatt likes to have a large 
attendance when the library is used 
as a place to study. The library is 
not a place for social life.

DIETICIAN TELLS 
EXPERIENCES 
TO WOMEN 


Of Stout Institute Meeting 
Tuesday Evening In 
Chemistry Lecture 
Room, 


Miss Erickson, director of dietetics at 
the Ancker Hospital, St. Paul, Min- 
nescta, a graduate of The Stout In- 
stitute spoke at the Home Economics 
club meeting, October 17. 

Miss Erickson reviewing a brief his- 
tery of dietetics said that this duty 
is only twenty-one years old. The 
World War pointed out the necessity 
of Home Economics trained women in 
the administration of large scale foods 
and since the position of dietician 
was created in 1918 there has been - 
growing demand for trained women in 
this line. 

t present, there are only fifty-two 
accredited institutions in the United 
States giving student dietician train- 
ing. Because there are so few oppor- 
tunities for securing the training the 
number of women graduating in diete- 


|tics each year is few although the 


demand for dieticians is strong. 

Miss Erickson gave a vivid picture of 
the duties of her position and the 
qualities required in a dietician. The 
position includes duties of an execu- 
tive nature: handling finances, records, 
personnel work; duties of a manipu- 
lative nature — preparing food and 
figuring diets, and teaching. 

The qualities an employer would ex- 
pect are dependability, ability to co- 
operate, executive ability, accuracy, 
good judgment, initiative, nice ap- 
pearance, good scholastic record, suit- 
ed to hospital work, and good health. 
Although Mrs. Erickson stated that 
she enjoyed her work, she advised 
anyone planning on entering the work 
to be sure she has an appreciation of 
the qualifications and duties of a die- 
tician.

The President of The Stout Institute 

time after time in making new efforts 

_ to find a way to keep in touch with 

the alumni of The Stout Institute 

_ within the means of the institution 

_ has attempted one plan after another 

to circulate (news) of the institution. 
The older alumni will remember that 

_ in the early twenties, the school pub- 

lished an alumni quarterly at con- 
siderable expense and with consider- 
able effort. No financial assistance was 
accorded by the alumni and not much 

' news was contributed by them. 

_ Following the suspension of that bul- 
letin because of lack of funds and sup- 
port, Stout later undertook _to_make 
each fourth issue of The(Stoutonia) 

an alumni issue. It was found, how- 

ever, that alumni lists were quite in- 
complete. Rarely did an alumni advise 

’ of change of address. For a time two 
part-time workers were put on the 
job building up a complete and correct 

* alumni directory. But the collection of 

' news again became too much of a 

task because all of the work had to 

be done by two or three people and 
that plan was dropped. 

The attempt has been made to send 

issues of bulletins and catalogs to 

members of the Alumini association 
at considerable cost. The publica- 

) tion of three or four thousand extra 
bulletins means ‘something, of course. 

"These have gone out to the alumni 
but it is rather a rare thing to have as 
many as a half dozen alumni write 
even a postcard expressing an appre- 
Ciation of having these courtesies ex- 
tended. 

One begins to wonder, therefore, 
Whether the efforts of the Alma Mater, 
any Alma Mater, are really apprec- 
lated by its alumni. It would be a 
Sreat treat, even a Surprise, to have

ENROLLMENT AT STOUT 


Stout students and alumni will be in- 
terested, in the first part of Presi- 
dent Nelson’s report to the ‘Board of 
Trustees, meeting in Menomonie re- 
ferred to elsewhere in this issue. This 
of course, is a quotation of four para- 
graphs taken from a report covering 
more than twenty pages. 

“During the summer as applications 
for admission to The Stout Institute 
were received, the Deans and the 
Registrar were familiar with the fi- 
nancial situation confronting The 
Stout Institute under the new budget 
provisions. It was, therefore, under- 
stood that the enrollment must be 
kept as small as possible so that satis- 
factory teaching service could be ac- 
corded to the students registered, 
with the reduced staff referred to in 
my last report. 

“Tn 1987 the enrollment at the open- 
ing of the second week of school was 
451; in 1938 on the corresponding 
date we registered 597 students, and 
on that showing we appealed to the 
Emergency Board and by them -were 
granted an emergency appropriation 
of $3000 with which amount, added 
to other funds available, we employed 
three extra teachers. At the expira- 
tion of the year, because of a budge- 
tary reduction, these teachers were 
dismissed, and another teacher’s place 
was not filled. This reduction on the 
staff was made on the assumption 
that the enrollment would be less than 
for the year 1938, and an effort was 
made to reduce the enrollment to ap- 
proximately 500 students. 
“These efforts failed, however, and 
at the beginning of the second week 
the enrollment at Stout was 651, ex- 
actly 200 more students than we had 
on the corresponding date of 1937, 
with one less teacher than we had at 
the opening of school in 19387.

When asked to estimate the degree 
of his or her happiness in marriage, 
husbands rated their. marriages as: 
19 percent ‘‘very happy” and “happy” 

and only 2.4 percent judged theirs 
“very unhappy”. Wives rated their 
marriage as did their hushands and 
agreed that 2.4 percent of their mar- 
riage were “very unhappy”. 
It was found that a marked relaticn- 
ship between happiness and handling 
family finances existed. Of those who 
always agreed, 61 percent were very 
happy and only 8 percent very un- 
happy. Of those who always disagreed 
50 percent were “very unhappy” and 
none were very happy. Almost as im-

The amount of the family income 
seems, to bear little relationship to 
happiness. The income, however'small, 
should be saved or spent in any way 
agreeable to both. 

The chances of an only child for 
happy married life are cut by 20 per- 
cent. Husbands and wives who have 
brothers and sisters make much bet- 
ter adjustments after marriage. 
Contrary to general belief, education 
does not lessen the chances for mar- 
riage adjustment and happiness. It 
was found that college graduates, men 
and women, were more successful in 
marriage than grammer and high 
school graduates. 


Husbands and wives who love their 
parents are likely to love each other. 
Those who come from unhappy homes 
find it more difficult to make adjust- 
ments for themselves after marriage.

The conferees range in age between 
twenty and thirty. They have been 
selected as representative of the new 
“war generation” which would be most 
hurt if the United States should get 
into another world war. These young 
people recognize themselves as a 
potential “lost generation” if war 
should come—the men as the Sergeant 
York, the hopeless hospital case and 
the Unknown Soldier of tomorrow; 
the women as the young widows of the 
1940’s and the spinsters of the 1950’s. 
The participants in the conferences 
have been selected by McCall’s Mag- 
azine as representing all points of 
view, all kinds of background, ances- 
try, education, political opinion, occu- 
pation, faith, income level, and person- 
al history. A typical group includes 
college men studying for various pro- 
fessions, truck driver, clerk, artist, 
advertising man, college instructor, 
factory workers, stenographers, young 
housewives, WPA workers. None are 
in the smart alec or flaming youth 
stages-most have finished their educa- 
tion and are working at their jobs and 
“starting families. All are keen, alert 

and lively—but also thoughtful, frank 
and serious. Of the thirty in each dis- 
cussion group, twelve will speak on 
the air. 
According to the plan of the confer- 
ences, the participants will act as re- 
porters as well as fighters in the first 
line of the home front.

APPROPRIATIONS CUT 
11 TO 12 PER CENT 


Stout’s appropriations for the year, 
already reduced by the legislature by 
some $28,000, has now taken an ad- 
ditional reduction on this state order, 
amounting to $4,441.25 in operation, 
$130 in maintenance, $106.25 in capi- 
tal, a reduction of 5 per cent from the 
appropriations made according to in- 
formation released by the office. These 
two sums together subtracted from the 
normal budget appropriations leave 
Stout in a rather sorry financial sit- 
uation. 


The temporary suspension in improve- 
ments and maintenance in capital ex- 
penditures must somehow affect the 
school work. But the reduction of the 
operation account which imposes a 
material reduction on teachers’ and 
other. employees’ salaries is a thing 
that is to be most deplored. 


From figures available the expendi- 
tures for the school year 1939-40 will 
have to be held at between 11 and 
12 per cent below those of 1938-9, 
and this reduction will have to be ab- 
sorbed very largely in the teachers’ 
salaries. 


IMPROVEMENT MADE IN 
TRACING CLOTH 


A very important development in the 
blueprinting industry is a new type 
tracing cloth. Because it is water 
proof it is valuable for use in 
ship’s documents, which are often 
ruined by water, and for all official 
papers and documents. All of the 
United States Marine documents are 
now being made of this new material; 
at one station approximately 600

Mr. Tanner does much 
of the blueprinting for the Stout 
shops. Although the price of this ma- 
terial is considerably higher, because 
of its durability it is considered a 
good investment. The new type cloth 
cots $2.50 a yard, whereas the old 
costs $1.50 per yard.

SHAWN AND 
TROUPE GAVE 
PROGRAM 


For Stout Institute Audience 
At Second Lyceum 
Number Of. ‘ 

Season 


Ted Shawn and his troupe of eight 
male dancers presented the dances 
“O Libertad” and “Kinetic Molpai” to 
an enthusiastic audience at the Ly- 
ceum program, Monday, November 20. 
The rhythmic movements of the men’s 
bodies, the dramatic music, the un- 
usual costume and lighting effects, 
the significance of the dances blended 
together, produced a program which 
inspired an enthusiastic response from 
the Stout student body. 


“OQ Libertad” told the story of the 
rise of America in dance form. The 
history of our country which has often 
been told in prose,-poetry, .and song, 
lost nothing of its gloriodsness when 
told in dance form; instead the ‘story 
was more vivid, giving also a new 

significance to each of the Bhases Of 
our development. bah 


Beginning with a dance of ths ‘Aztec 
Indians before the white man had ar- 
rived, Ted . Shawn.. represented the 
Aztec Emperor. The commanding dig- 
nity of his movements and the bril- 
liant costume set the mood for the 
rest of the program. The coming of 
the white man and Christianity, the 
romance of the Spanish influence and 
finally a very amusing portrayal of a 
group of “Forty-niners”’: with gruff 
humor and folk dancers, rounded out 
the part of the Aserican ‘sage of the 
past. 

The group of wider : sepvenunting 
the present era began with a joyful 
campus scene in 1914. These boys 
were swallowed up by the call to arms, 
regimented and sent into the World 
War. The jazz decade was a dance 
with an atmosphere entirely. different 
from the vigor of dances of the past 
and the depressing atmosphere of the 
war epoch; it seemed to signify the 
shallowness and gaiety of the years 
in the height of prosperity. 


The depression, a dance alone by Ted 
Shawn in a costume depicting a fal- 
ling business chart was followed in a 
burst of glory by recovery. 


The group of dancers which seemed 
to most please the student audience 
was the suite of sports dances. The 
modern sports, cheer leaders, track, 
fencing, boxing, and basketball were 
shown with all their vigor with some 
grace added. This suite of dances was 
the only one not created by Shawn. 
The Future, a more abstract presenta- 
tion completed the program. In this 
last group of the program Ted Shawn 
believes he has presented ‘an art 
creation definitely ahead of the times; 
it indicates a direction in wh ich 
America may procede--the Athletic 
art of the dance as a field of creative 
endeavor for the American Man”. 


The men in the troupe vary in age 
from 22 to 27 years of: age. Their 
life is vigorous, sometimes giving per- 
formances in two different cities in 
one day, attending to their' dwn stag- 
ing, costumes, and. transportation, but 
they admittedly enjoy; their work-- 
putting everything into their dancing. 
The troupe plans on’ crossing the 
country to the coast, returning east 
by a southern route and being in 
Florida sometime in December where 
they will have a six weeks’ ‘rest, dur- 
ing which time. they: will work out a 
new program. 


The Stout Institute was lucky that 
this unusual troupe could come here 
this year for this farewell tour, as. 
the group is breaking up at the end. 
of the season. 

The men in the troupe are Bartor

¥IN BY-GONE YEARS™ 


In THE PATRIOT, published in Car- 
rollton, Illinois, November 3, 1939, the 
President of The Stout Institute found 
himself mentioned in this paragraph, 
under the heading “Fifty Years Ago”, 
November 1, 1889. 

“The new compulsory attendance 
school law was discussed at the Coun- 


of Roodhouse, [Barton_E. 
Nelson} of Rockbridge, and E. C. 
ackett. Some thirty-five or forty 
teachers were present. (Compulsory 
attendance at Institute had not been 
thought of). 
In the DUNN COUNTY NEWS, dated 
November 15, under a heading “Back- 
ward, Turn Backward” and under the 
date November 12, 1914, appears this 
similar clipping: v3 
“Burton E. Nelson, Superintendent of 
Schools of Racine, is elected President 
of the Wisconsin Teachers Associa- 
tion.” 
These two articles locate the Presi- 
dent both twenty-five and fifty years 
ago. It is interesting that they should 
both have appeared in papers pub- 
lished hundreds of miles apart within 
a fortnight.

RATIFIES — 
NEW 


Amendment To The SSA 
Constitution Concerning 
Payment Of Tower Fees 
At Semester. 


New amendment to SSA _ Constitu- 
tion ratified. 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 2. The activities 
ated are: 

(10) The organization for the pub- 
lication of the student's year- 
book "Tower" shall be incor- 
porated into the activities of 
the Stout Student Associa- 
tion. 


incorpor- 


This amendment came as an out- 
growth of the first student assembly, 
September 20. At that time it was 
voted to have the Tower fee made 
payable at the time of registration. 
However, no provision was made at 
that time for collecting the money and 
several possible plans were considered 
by the Tower staff and the SSA of- 
fice. This amendment was proposed 
at a meeting of the student advisory 
council, discussed at the student as- 
sembly November 15th, and presented 
to the joint committee on student re- 
lations which approved the amend- 
ment after tw» weeks of considera- 
tion. At assembly November 22 the 
proposed amendment was _ distri- 
buted to the student body for further 
consideration. At assembly November 
29, ballots were issued to each student 
and the amendment was ratified by 
an overwhelming majority. 

The amendment will affect the stu- 
dents in the following ways. 

The Tower fee will be collected on the 
SSA activity fee, $1.25 to be collected 
each semester. However, for this year 
only, the entire. fee of $2.50 will be 
collected at the beginning of the sec- 
ond semestei. 

Provisions have been made for stu- 


dents attending school only one sem- 
‘iester. Students leaving at the end of 


the first semester may secure a year- 
book by paying the additional $1.25, 
but no refunds will be made from the 
first semester activity fee if they do 
not want a copy of the Tower. This 
arrangement will be necessary to off- 
set the cost of having the pictures of 
these students in the annual. Students 
entering school the second semester 
may pay an additional $1.25 and re- 
ceive a yearbook, or have $1.25 re- 
funded from their activity fee by the 
.owe. organicat.on. 

This method of collecting Tower fees 
will eliminate subscription drives that 
were necessary in previous years, 
thus allowing the Tower staff to put 
more time on producing a better book 
at a reduced cost to the individual 
student.

An €ditorial)column is not invar- 
iably the most widely read sec- 
‘tion of any newspaper.

In short, an edi- 
torial is written about a:subject 
for which no definite mathemat- 
ical answer has yet been found:: 
Editorialists attempt to-prove 
their. points by presenting.\a 
strong sentiment or an ‘‘over- 
whelming compilation of --evi- 
dence. 
This week we are going to dis- 
cuss the question of American- 
ism, using the license to: which 
we have already alluded. Much 
has been and is being written on 
various phases of this subject. 
As: the intensity of the wars. a- 
broad speeds up, the propaganda 
mills will be turning out an ever- 
increasing supply of their grist 
for American consumption.

en-thé word propaganda is 
mentioned some'persons immed- 
lately. jump to the conclusiou 
that .an unmentionable and de- 
graded subject is about to rear 
its:head. Such is not always the 
case. “Buy American” is propa- 
ganda as much as is “The Amer- 
ican Way” when these two phra- 
ses are used as slogans. a 
Today as the shifting map of 
Europe is losing familiar names 
and the Anschluss and the Pog- 
rom are forging ahead, with Po- 
land, Czechoslovakia, and ‘Aus- 
tria‘fallen ‘and Finland battling 
for-her life as desperately .as did 
Warsaw, the course of events a- 
broad assumes a growing impor- 
tance’ in the eyes of American 
students. Li 
We have studied the cost, the 
stupidity, and the tremendous 
losses of the last war. We have 
learned what war costs and what 
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coin it is in which Mars collects 
what is his due. : 
To say we do not want war is 
only to repeat the admitted sen- 
timent of the thousands of per- 
sons who have professed an 
anti-war feeling in recent polls 
conducted by newspapers. 
To prove we do not want war is 
another matter. Failure to sub- 
scribe to war hysteria is proof 
of an anti-war sentiment. This 
failure to subscribe to an ab- 
normal national psychology is 
evidenced by merely plugging a- 
long in the same old rut and 
working toward the same old 
goals. ake 
Democracy will, in time, be pre- 
served by a level-headed popu- 
lace, working toward the com- 
mon ideal; a populance not to be 
swayed by the demagogue sell- 
ing happiness or splitting the 
profits equally. P 

This demagoguery will not be 
present because there will be no 
hysteria on which it can feed, 


whether that hysteria be caused 
wanting too much or having too 


little. 


This thought we must bear in 
mind .... level-headed _ thinking 
brings level-headed living. Level 
headed thinking is the result of 
a fair evaluation of all sides of 


each question as it appears. 


An unemotional appraisal of 
propaganda, foreign and domes- 
tic, brings the: clarity of vision 
that allows democracy to exist, 
even though the other forms of 
government are struggling for 


the receding goals they seek. 


To continue each day as we are 
now, sans hysteria, will assure 
us that tomorrow will be differ- 
ent from today only in that we, 
asa nation, may be coming near- 
er and nearer to the common 


goal. 


We will work toward that goal 
as a nation only when each in- 
dividual citizen'is working in his 


own way, and as best he ean.

Because the local militia is 
required to drill more fre- 
quently than before, thus 
occupying the armory at 
least two days out of the 
week, scheduling of athle- 
tics in that barn-like struc- 


ture is more difficult. The 


armory is serving the city 
in virtually all of its athletic 
and sports activities be- 
cause there isn't any other 
building in which any of 


them can be held. At the 
armory during the week the 
militia company are to be 
found busy at least two 
days out of the week: 
Stout's athletic events must 
be -scheduled there; the 
high school must use the 
same floor for the same pur- 
poses; and the athletic and 
sports programs of the city 
under various manage- 
ments, including boxing 
and roller skating programs 
must be held in the same 
building. All of these organ- 
izations are going to be 
handicapped because of 
the inadequate space. The 
normal seating capacity of 
the armory does not exceed 
450. Stout's 650 students 
can't be accommodated 
and yet the public has 
some interest and some 
rights. That same situation 
faces other organizations.

pusiness than was his father, declared 


(George R. Beach, Jr.) personnel man- 
ager of the du Pont Company, in ad- 
dressing a meeting of the Association 
of Land Grant Colleges and Universi- 
ties here this afternoon. Mr. Beach 
asserted that, “intellectually and tem- 
peramentally, he surpasses his pred- 
ecessors.” 

The du Pont official named four spe- 
cifications, most desired by industry 
jn its college recruits: High academ- 
ic standing, participation in extra- 
curricular activities, good appearance, 
and an adaptable temperament. 

“The first of these,” said Mr. Beach, 
“is academic standing. There is no 
begging the fact that a student at- 
tends college primarily to obtain an 
education. Whether he has succeeded 
in this purpose is indicated by Iss 
marks. Moreover, experience shows 
conclusively that a higher proportion 
of successful men will mature from 
the top quarter of a class than from 
the fourth quarter. 

“The rating in extra-curricular ac- 
tivities also is based on the student’s 
record. It takes into account activi- 
ties toward self-support as well as 
participation in athletics and other 
phases of campus life. 

“We find a man’s appearance fore- 
shadows the quality of his work af- 
ter graduation. Sloppy appearance 
and eccentricities in dress serve only 
as barriers in his relations with fel- 
low employees. 

“The fourth basic qualification is 
suitability for industrial employment. 
Sometimes this qualification is con- 
fused with the much abused word 
‘personality’. All of us have met in- 
dividuals whose personalities appeal- 
ed to us but whom we could not imag- 
ine fitting into our organization. In 
describing this intangible it seems 
desirable to substitute the phrase, 
‘suitability for employment’. To de- 
velop information on which to base 
a decision on this one point, the inter- 
viewer should consider the internal 
Situations of his own company. There 
are any number of men who are mak- 
ing a success in life but who are 
Primarily individualistic. They are 
primarily suited to a small organiza- 
tion, while there are others who are 
temperamentally suited to the large 
industrial ‘companies.” 

Mr, Beach emphasized the rising im- 
Portance of technological training as 
a foundation for an industrial career.

“One of the misconceptions among 
undergraduates and often among fa- 
culty members is the idea that produc- 
tion and sales work are routine and 
that only research and development 
provide varied and interesting prob- 
lems. This reason is frequently ad- 
vanced as an objection against enter- 
ing production or sales. Actually as 
these phases of industry exist today, 
they offer problems, that challenge the 
keenest of minds. A man who has ad- 
vanced beyond that routine stage in 
production has an opportunity to call 
on all phases of his college training, 
as well as his knowledge of human 
nature and his information concerning 
the industrial world in which he lives. 
“In looking about you at men who 
have made their mark in industry, 
particularly, in the production and 
sales, phases, I think it is a fair as- 
sumption to say that individuals of 
their caliber would not be attracted 
to those branches of industry, were it 
not for the diversity of the problems 
which it offers. The prime problem of 
all of these is, of course, the 
human one and it sees to me 
that this challenge of human 
problem is what interests this 
group of men and brings out 
their best efforts.” 

Mr. Beach also spoke of the college 
man’s transition from the compara- 
tively well-scheduled school life to in- 
dustry. ‘The inescapable fact re- 
mains,” he said, “that industry does 
not graduate its top executive every 
four years. This comes as a distinct

(ACP)—For the first time in history, 
college graduates who anticipate en- 
tering the teaching profession are fac- 
ing a battery of comprehensive exam- 
inations that will test their fitness as 
educators.

The |American Council on Education 


has a new teacher testing project that 
leaders of the organization believé 
will be the next great step in the im- 
provement of education in the U.S. 
First use of the new examinations 
will be next spring in certain cities in 
the east and mid-west. 

It is the purpose of the special com- 
mittee devising the tests to develop 
a three-fold service. First, a battery 
of carefully constructed tests will be 
prepared and made available to the 
cities cooperating in the experiment. 
“Second, the committee will give all 


possible assistance to the cooperating 
schools in the study and exchange of 
ideas directed toward the improve- 
ment of all other means of selecting 
candidates, including investigation of 
the so-called ‘imponderables’. 

“A third aspect of the service is that 
data will be made available for re- 
search in teacher education. Such re- 
search may be carried on either by 
the staff working under the direction 
of the committee or by teacher-train- 
ing institutions taking part in the 
project.” 

The tests are to include (1) “examin- 
ations that may be required of all 
candidates, on the theory that admis- 
sion to the profession in any capacity 
should be restricted to those above a 
certain minimum in. intelligence, cul- 
ture and professional knowledge,” and 
(2) “examinations to show mastery of 
subject matter to be taught.”

Hellebrandt; a member of t the medical | 
School statt. 

“To stand correctly is extraordinarily 
cheap ‘from the viewpoint of its 
energy needs,” she said. 

“If the posture is relaxed, standing is 
practically indefatigable. It costs little 
more ‘energy units to stand properly 
than to beat an egg, although nearly 
three-fourths of the muscles in the 
body are being used,” Dr. Hellebrandt 
continued. 

No person can stand without swaying, 
she found. “A  person’s center of 
weight falls remarkably close to the 
center of the base of support between 
the two feet,” she said. “Although na- 
ture is a good engineer, the center of 
weight dances to and fro as we stand, 
producing gravitational stresses 
which must be met by the 
muscles of the legs to keep us from 
tottering.” 


Experiments with high heels showed 


that the higher the heels the more 
pronounced was the oscillation of the 
body. Although not apparent to the 
naked eye, the swaying was detected 
by instruments constructed for the ex- 
periment by Prof. L. E. A. Kelso of 
the engineering department. 

“Good posture can’t be achieved by 
the application of a blanket rule,” Dr 
Hellebrandt warned. “It is something 
the individual must strive for.”

Program From Student Hand- 
book To Better Acquaint 


Students With Rules 
Of School 


In order to make the students of The 
Stout Institute more familiar with the 
health program of the school, the SSA 
office publishes the following section 
from the Student Handbook in The 
Stoutonia in the belief that it will be 
given more consideration than is 
usual when it is read in a casual study 
of the handbook. 


SECTION IV STUDENT HEALTH 
AND STUDENT AID 


Infirmary 


The Stout Institute maintains an In- 
firmary for the care of students, 
where every detail of sanitation is 
carefully supervised. 


A fee of $2.50 per semester is charged 
all students. This fee insures: (1) 
care of students who are suffering 
from minor ailments and illnesses for 
a period of ten days, free of charge, 
if the student is boarding at the dorm- 
itory dining hall; (those who obtain 
board elsewhere are required to pay 
$1.00 a day while at the Infirmary); 
(2) a complete physical examination 
once a year by the college physician; 
(3) required special examinations and 
consultations with the college physi- 
cian during his visiting hours (appoint- 
ments made through the nurse); (4) 
dispensary care at the nurse’s office 
whenever required. 

The college physician and the nurse 
in charge decide when a patient is 
eligible to the Infirmary. 

All illnesses must be reported at once 
to the college nurse, otherwise ex- 
cuses for illness will not be issued. 
The nurse’s office is on the second 
floor of the Home Economics Building. 
Her residence is at the Infirmary, 
Phone 246-W. 


Note: The college physician is employ- 
ed for various services thoughout the 
Institute in connection with student 
welfare. One of the primary pur- 
poses of employing such a_physi- 
cian is to have him in consult- 
ation in every case before 
a student is submitted to any 
major operation. The college releases 
itself from all responsibility when 
operations are performed without such 
consultation. 

Each student must submit ‘with his 
enrollment blank a medical certificate 
and a physician’s statement that he 
has been successfully vaccinated. He 
must also report at a designated time 
after entering school for a complete 
physical examination by the college 
physician. Students are urged to give 
special attention to simple health 
rules, such as bathing daily, proper 
choice of foods, daily exercise out-of- 
doors, recreation, and regular hours 
of sleep. 

The required work in the well-equip- 
ped physical education department is 
planned in accordance with physical 
records of the students, and students 
are urged to also participate in some 
of the elective athletic activities. 

The present college nurse is Mrs. Mar- 
ion Goodrich and the college physician 
is Dr. Julius Blom of Woodville, Wis- 
consin.

TRUSTEES HOLD 
QUARTERLY 
MEET 


Of The Stout Institute Held 


Monday In Milwaukee; 
President Nelson Gives 
Reports 


The quarterly meeting of the board of 
trustees of The Stout Institute held 
Monday in Milwaukee, was attended 
by President Nelson. All members 
were present with the exception of 
Mr. John Callahan, ex-officio member 


of the board and State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, and Mr. Robert 
L. Pierce of Menomonie. 

At this meeting of the board of trus- 
tees, President Nelson made his quar- 
terly report in which was included the 
names. of twenty-two Stout graduates 
to whom. diplomas were sent. last 
week, conferring upon. them the de- 
gree of Master of Science, with Ma- 
jors in Vocational Education, Indus- 
trial Education, and Home Economics 
Education. This is the second group 
of graduates to receive their Masters 
Degrees from The Stout Institute. The 
1938 group was not so large as this 
year’s. ; see aged oe 
Another item in President’ Nelson’s 
report was concerned with the sérious 
financial situation confronting The 
Stout Institute. In this report an ap- 
peal was, made for active support on 
the part of the board of trustees. 


Another item dealt with the matter 
of a new gymnasium addition or field 
house. Probably the best picture of 
this item can be given by quoting ver-. 
batum from the report given by Presi~ 
dent Nelson at the meeting. 

The Board of Trustees over a period 
of fourteen or fifteen years had heard 
me refer to the need of a field house 
or gymnasium addition at The Stout 
Institute. Since the beginning of Stout 
Institute as a training school, it has 
been paying rent for the use of a 
room wholly unsuited, wholly inade- 
quate to take care of indoor athletics.’ 
In 1985 the legislature appropriated 
$9,000 for the purchase of a site ad- 
jacent to the present gymnasium. That 
site was procured almost immediately. 
In 1937, in Budget C, the legislature 
appropriated $100,000 for the building 
of a gymnasium addition. That money 
was never released; the construction 
of the building was not authorized. 
We have been petitioning the legisla- 
ture for this building each session for 
twelve or fourteen years. The sum 
total of our successes would be writ- 
ten in the acquisition of the land on 
which the gymnasium addition is to 
be built and the appropriation of 
$100,000 by the legislature. of 1937, 
which amount was never released. It 
is my opinion that under present pol- 
itical and financial conditions, no state 
appropriation will be available for 
this purpose for at least. frye. years. 
The need for this buildng is..so great 
that I believe we shall begin to give 
the matter serious consideration at 
this time. 

It will make a poor showing, but I 
want to give you a picture of the 
thing that I am hoping to. see done, 
at least begun, during the. present 
year. Stout badly needs two buildings. 
It will never get either of them unless 
it begins somewhere. 


We have 810 shares 7 per cent cumu- 
lative Deere & Company preferred 
stock, par $20.00, which at $25.00, 
judged from average quotation, will 
produce $20,000. Adding to that, we 
have cash earned on the stock now 
lin the First National Bank and in the 
| Bank of Menomonie, $6,500, giving us 
a grand total of $26,000. 

The last audit of the student loan 
fund, which was created ten years ago 
by taking $15,000 from the Eichel- 
berger legacy, ‘shows today a cash 
balance of $9500. Assuming that the 
notes receivable, $7,000, are at least 
90 per cent good, I am fully convinced. 
that returning $5,000 to the Hichel- 
berger legacy fund out of the $9,500 
just referred to will still leave the 
loan fund in satisfactory condition, 
with $11,500 available. This, I think, 
is particularly true at the present 
time when state end national aids to 
students are available. 

This $5,000, then, add2d to the amount 
$26,500, makes $31,500, which I would 
like to see made ava.lable to a special 
committee of Board members and

sin Education association) at Madison, 
_ “has taken recent bulletins of the Wis- 
consin Tax Commission concerning 
long-term indebtedness and pointed 
out that nearly half of the state’s re- 
duction in long-term indebtedness 
since 1981 can be credited to reduc- 
tions made by the Wisconsin schools. 
The reports of the Tax Commission, 
showing that the long-term indebt- 
edness of the state and all minor 
divisions was lower for the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1938 than for any 
other year in the past decade, also 
show that of the $31,000,000 reduction 
since the peak of $185,000,000 in 
1931, the schools of the state have 
reduced their indebtedness by more 
than $14,500,000. Thus, the savings 
made by the schools of the state re- 
present 47 per cent of the total 
reduction in long-term indebtedness 
of the state and all minor divisions 
from 19381 through 1938. 


The Association points out that the 
schools hit their low point in out- 
standing long-term indebtedness in 
the year ending Dec. 31,1937 when the 
‘amount declined to slightly over 
$26,000,000. In 1988 forty-nine new 
schools were built in the state at a 
cost of more than $4,000,000, and 405 
schools given various degrees of al- 
terations, costing an additional half 
million. These additions to the state’s 
educational system increased the 
outstanding long-term indebtedness 
of the schools by slightly over 
$1,000,000. 

“In terms of indebtedness and the 
value of the property the schools of 
the state are certainly in a solvent 
condition”, says the educational 
association. School buildings and sites 
are valued at over $160,000,000 and 
equipment at $17,500,000 more; so an 
outstanding indebtedness of only a 
bit more than $27,500,000 is far from

excessive. ‘“‘We regard it as a healthy 
sign that more schools, as well as 
other units of government are oper- 
ating on a ‘cash and carry’ basis. 
While a certain amount of long-term 
indebtedness is obviously necessary, 
units of government which are com- 
paratively debt-free can be much 
more responsive to shifting economic 
conditions than if their long-term 
obligations were excessively heavy.”

€ revised the calendar to fit the time 
Sbsing each year, to wit, 365 days, 
hours, 48 minutes and 45 seconds. 
asmuch as each year was close to 
14 days, he decreed the fractions 
taken care of by adding a 
day to the calendar every four years. 


There was a slight error in Julius’ 
| talculations. To make the proper cor- 
Jiection, it was agreed that Leap Year 
) be omitted at the end of each century, 
‘except those divisible by 400. Thus 
1400 was not a Leap Year but 2000 
will be. 

Women got no special Leap Year fa- 
yors until the Fifth Century. Then, 
tradition has it, genial St. Patrick was 
olling one day on the shores of 
Tough Neagh, in Ireland, when he 
fame upon St. Bridget, who tearfully 
told him that great was the sorrow 
in the nunnery because women could 
tot propose to the men they loved. 
Celibacy was not then required. 

St. Patrick, himself a bachelor, graci- 
‘ously conceded the women one year in 
“seven to seek mates, but St. Bridget 
‘prevailed on him to make it one in 
every four and that the longest of all, 
Leap Year. The custom began that 
if a man refused a woman, he must 
kiss her and buy her a silk dress. 
Scotland passed a law in 1288 fining 
any single man one pound for refus- 
ing the marriage offer of a maid un- 
less he already was engaged. The fine, 
less than $5, marked the offense as a 
Misdemeanor, in a class with drunken- 
‘Ness and disorderly conduct. 

A few years later, France passed a 
Similar law and before Columbus sail- 
ed for America, Genoa, and Florence, 
in Italy, followed suit in England. The 
leap Year prerogative was regarded 
a part of the unwritten law. 

No Leap Year laws are now on the 
‘books, but the tradition is strong. 
George Shaw maintains “The whole 
World is strewn with snares, traps, 
4nd pitfalls for the capture of men by 
Women.”

LOANS TO STUDENTS 


because President Nelson announced 
this week that no money is available. 
Because of slow repayments on loans, 
the ignoring of financial responsibili- 
ties by graduates who have been 
favored in previous years, a new 
policy was recently adopted. 

Since $7000 and $8000 is due The 
Stout Institute from graduates who 
have been assisted, the President or- 
dered that until a better credit stan- 
dard is reached, each year the loans 
will be limited to the amount of 
money returned the preceding year. It 
has just been discovered that already 
the loan limit for the year 1939-40 has 
been exceeded. Loans amounting to 
more than $1500 have been made to 
students this year, and an investiga- 
tion shows that less than $1000 was 
returned in liquidation of obligations. 
This is an unfortunate situation. If 
debtors to the loan fund met their ob- 
ligations promptly, as much as $3,000 
would still be available to students 
this year. 


DE SWARTE WINS RACE 
IN MILWAUKEE 


James De Swarte, skating for the 
Miller High-Life Athletic Club of Mil- 
waukee, participated in the Milwav- 
kee Silver Skates Derby and the 
official Wisconsin State Ice Skating 
Races combined Sunday, January 7.

Stout Institute pays a five dollar stu- 
dent activity fee. Most of the students 
are and should be interested in know- 
ing where this sum goes and how it 
is used. The first benefit that the stu- 
dent receives is the SSA master ticket 
when the fees are paid. The five dol- 
lars collected from each student is dis- 
tributed among the organizations be- 
longing to the Stout Student Associa- 
tion in the following manner. 

One dollar out of every five is imme- 
diately turned over to the assembly 
fund, The remaining four dollars is 
turned over to the SSA treasurer to 
be apportioned among the nine organi- 
zations belonging to the Stout Stu- 
dent Association. 

The men’s athletic department gets 
the biggest cut of the SSA money 
with 40% per cent. In return for this 
the students get admission to all in- 
tercollegiate sports activities, which 
includes football, basketball, baseball, 
and swimming meets. This amounts 
to about five cents per event. 

The next cut, 25 per cent, goes to the 
Lyceum committee, which issues sea- 
son tickets admitting the student to 
a series of six Lyceum programs 
which bring to Stout outstanding 
speakers and talent fromthe world 
of business, education, entertainment, 
and culture. : 

Eleven per cent of the four dollars 
goes to the SSA organization itself. 
This money takes care of all SSA 
activities such as all school dances, 
Homecoming, and equipment for the 
cheer leaders. The SSA office acts us 
a clearing house ‘or ali school ac- 
tivities. 

The Stoutonia gets 7% per cent. In 
return for this the student gets, a copy 
of the school newspaper every week. 
This paper is the official publication 
of The Stout Institute, and is edited 
and published entirely by the students. 
The Manual Arts Players get 5 pet 
cent. This organization gives the -z2m- 
bers valuable experience in dramatics 
and produces several good plays each 
year. They use their money for cos- 
tumes and other needed equipment. 
The band gets 3% per cent. This is a 
well-known musical organization and 
agreat credit to the school. The band’s 
share of the money goes for music, 
uniforms, and other equipment. The 
women’s glee club, men’s glee club, 
and the string orchestra each get 2% 
per cent. This money is used for music 
and costumes. 


National Ice Skating Races te be held 
in LaCrosse January 27 and 28. He 
hopes to skate in the St. Paul Winter 
Carnival, Ten Thousand Lakes Races 
in Minneapolis, and the Great Lakes 
Tournament at Oconomowoc. Other 
races included on his schedule are 
Wausau, Hayward and Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa.

Miss Meloche Is H E 
Demonstration

Miss Meloche introduced her topic on 
“The Romance of Quilts” which is the 


guest speaker said that quilts had 
their start with the colonial woman of 
New England who made “crazy 
quilts” of odd shaped pieces. The 
patch quilts went through various 
stages such as having the corners cut 
off the patches or made into rec- 
tangles and then pieced together. The 
outstanding characteristic of the 
colonial New England quilts was that 
all the patches in the quilt had 
straight edges. Only a few patches 
were appliqued on. 

| The second part of the story of quilt- 
making, Miss Meloche went on to say, 
was influenced by the Pennsylvania 
Dutch. These people had more time 
to sew than the colonial New Eng- 
landers. The influence of the Penn- 


sylvania women was to make convex 
and concave curves in the patterns. 
Nowadays, convex and concave curves 
in a quilt are usually made into the 
familiar “gypsy trail” pattern. 


The third story of the quilt making 
takes place in the South. Miss 
Meloche informed the audience that 
the Southern women had more time 
and money than the colonists and the 
Pennsylvanians. Consequently, one 
color, such as pink or white, was used 
extensively. Southern women copied 
lace designs on quilts with needles, 
and then quilted over this design. 
Leaves in the pattern were actually 
started by the southern wonien. 
Southern quilts are very rare, accord- 
ing to Miss Meloche. 

The story of the quilt practically ends 
with coming of the machine age as 
bed spreads took the place of quilt 
covers. Patterns became intermingled, 
and fewer women made quilts. Gladys 
Meloche said that only three women, 
Queen Charlotte, Dolly Madison, and 
Mrs. Cleveland have had the honor of 
having quilt patterns named after 
them. 

After telling the story of the quilt, 
Miss Meloche displayed several of her 
own quilts and invited the audience 
to come up on the stage and see them. 
Betty Nichols presided at the Home 
Economics Club meeting.

The library board committee composed 
of eight members has sent a requisi- 
tion to Madison for new equipment 
for the library. The requisition would 
provide shelves and stacks to accom- 
modate 1600 additional books in the 
main library, 1200 of which would be 
added this year, and shelving around 
the walls of the reading room to ac- 
commodate magazine indexes, ab- 
stracting periodicals, and index of 
government publications, new encyclo- 
pedias, year books and other reference 
books. 

The members of. the library commit- 
tee are Miss Buchanan, Miss Calla- 
han, Mrs. Houston, Mr. Milnes, Mr. 
Shafer, Miss Trullinger, Miss Van 
Ness, and Mr. Wigen. 

The library has 2500 books shelved 
outside the main library; they are dis- 
tributed between the basement and 
the textbook library. The library has 
a total of 20,677 books of which 1181 
were added last year. The planned 
addition for the ensuing year will be 
appreciatively larger. 268 periodicals 
are subscribed to; this is an increase 
of 90 over those taken in 1935. The 
type of books most heavily repre- 
sented in the recent and planned ad- 
d.tions are those concerning useful 
arts, social science, and educ: tion. The 
vollowing are some of the books that 
have been added recently.

A report reaches this ofice indicating 
that because of the inadequate appro- 
priation made by the legisiature to the 
University of Wisconsin, (tuition fees 
have been raised in order to make it 
possible to pay sufficient \salaries) to 
xeep competent instructors on the job. 
One wonders if that should be the fu- 
ture policy of the state. 

Already the suggestion has been made 
and will in the near future be pre- 
sented to the Governor and his Kmer- 
gency board, providing for the pay- 
ment of tuition by all students enter- 
ing for the regular school year, and

WASHIN GTON. Jan. 15—-Nearly half 
the students accepting teaching jobs 
upon graduation will find that in their 
own opinion they are forced to work 
too hard, according to the concensus 
of opinion of 4,000 classroom teachers 
compiled in a publication of the Re- 
search Division of the (National Ed- 
ueation Association) “The Teacher 
Looks at Teacher Load.” 

A survey as to the amount of work 
teachers had to do in connection with 
their job, this Research Bulletin re- 
veals that one specific item can seldom 
be blamed for the large number of 
cases of reported overwork. As one 
teacher stated in her answer, ‘No 
single factor seems so very heavy— 
each item of work seems reasonable 
in its isolation. But somehow when 
one gets them all together in the work 
of a week, they are quite staggering. 
It is the sum total of teaching factors 
that ‘breaks the camel’s back.’ ” 
Checked most frequently as a source 
of undue pressure by both elementary 
and secondary teachers was “class 
interruptions.” Other common sources 
of pressure include the adaptation of 
work to individual differences, the 
adaptation of promotion standards to 
meet a “no failure” ideal, class size, 
over-crowded classrooms and unneces- 
sary clerical work. Approximately 40 
percent of these elementary and 47 
percent of the high school teachers, 
influenced by the above-mentioned 
sources of teacher load, rated their

TC HEADS MEET AT 
CONVENTION 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15—Immediate- 
ly preceding a convention of 12,000 ed- 
ucators and school administrators, the 
American Association of Teachers 
Colleges will meet in St. Louis, Mis- 
souri, on February 23 and 24. Mem- 
bership in the Association is open to 
heads of American teachers colleges 
and numbers about 200. 


The meeting of the American Associa- 
tion of Teachers Colleges, a depart- 
ment of the National Education As- 
sociation, precedes the 70th annual 
convention of the American Associa- 
tion of School Administrators, another 
department of the National Education 
Association, by one day. Planned by 
Ben G. Graham, who heads the school 
administrators, the convention from 
February 24 to 29 will make use of 
motion pictures, a dramatic education- 
al revue, and a musical program in- 
volving a cast of 2,700 high school 
students as well as the usual discus- 
sions and speeches to present infor- 
mation on matters of educational pro- 
gress. The convention will end with 
the coast-to-coast broadcast, ‘“Amer- 
ica’s Town Meeting of the Air,” which 
will enable the radio program’s 
30,000,000 regular listeners to parti- 
cipate in the convention. 


The education of children in habits of 
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safety, something not included in 
many normal school courses, but 
nevertheless .a form of education ra- 
pidly coming to the fore and credited 
with saving 97,000 young lives since 
1922, will constitute an important fea- 
ture of the convention. The modern 
age of speed as it is linked with 
safety education will be the subject 
of a symposium. Based on the latest 
yearbook of the administrators, ‘‘Safe- 
ty Education,” the program will in- 
clude showings of some of the more 
effective safety films. Talks on the 
subject will cover the relation of 
safety education in the schools to in- 
dustry and the home. 

Major topics of the American Associ- 
ation of School Administrators’ con- 
vention will be educational policy, 
public school business administration, 
small schools, occupational adjust- 
ment, secondary or special education, 
physical plant improvement, together 
with their branches and subdivisions 
in their up-to-date aspects. 

At a special session of the convention 
the 1940 American Education Award 
will be made to William Lyon Phelps 
of Yale University. A yearly present- 
ation of the Associated Exhibitors of 
the National Education Association, 
the award is bestowed upon an edu- 
cator selected on the basis of his 
contributions to learning.

beginning at 8:15. Mr. Husband’s 


lecture will comprise the fourth pre- 
sentation of the lyceum series. 


“Sweden: Where Human Values 
Count” has all the fascination and 
human interest of an outstanding il- 
lustrated lecture plus an absorbing 
portrayal of what true democracy can 
achieve in the important social and 
economic realm. Mr. Husband will 
combine comment with pictures when 
he shows how Sweden has been able 
to reduce registered unemployment to 
12,000 (‘2 of one percent of her pop- 
ulation), increase industrial produc- 
tion 12 percent beyond the 1929 peak, 
create a substantial surplus in her 
national treasury, and many other 
accomplishments for which Sweden is 
noted. 


After graduating from the University 
of Kansas, he spent eight years in 
journalism and advertising in Minn- 
eapolis, Los Angeles, and New York, 
interspersed with travel in Europe. 
In 1930 Mr. Husband resigned a po- 
sition as advertising manager of 
Scribner’s Magazine to go around the 
world. His only companions when he 
started out were a movie and still 
caniera. 

As early as 1932 he publicly exposed 
England’s campaign to develop an 
Anglo-American alliance, and made a 
Second trip through the Orient in 
1934. Seeing in Swedish people’s de- 
mocracy a force’ which, if it spread, 
could check imperialism’s march into 
war, Mr. Husband spent the summer 
and fall of 1986-in Sweden and also 
Denmark. He revisited these coun- 
tries on his fourth European trip and 
also went to Finland. 

The keen interest of American audi- 
ences in his lectures on these coun- 
tries indicates, Mr. Husband believes, 
that people realize their best interest 
is served by learning how to make 
democracy succeed.

Guest slips should be applied for at 
the SSA office at least three days be- 
fore the social function for which it 
is desired to occur. Part of the sec- 
tion on guest slips reads as follows: 

8. Guest slips will be issued to stu- 

dents for: 
(1) Menomonie residents who are 
attending other colleges; 
(2) Graduates of The Stout In- 
stitute; 
(3) Out of town guests; This 
means out of the immediate driv- 
ing vicinity. 
(4) Visitmg college groups ac- 
companying visiting athletic 
teams, who will be admitted up- 
on the recognition of a faculty 
member of that college, who wili 
serve as a chaperone. 

9. No student or graduate may 

secure more than one guest slip per 

social affair, 

10. Under no conditions will guest 

Slips be issued for high school or 

for dropped students. 

11. Students suspended for low 
scholarship or for any other rea- 
sons, may not attend Stout func- 
tions--curricular, extra curricu- 
lar, or social--during the time of 
the suspension. 

A dropped student is one who is tem- 
porarily out of school because of 
marks or scholastic rating. There is 
usually a probationary period of one 
year following the time that the stu- 
dent is dropped. During this period, 
these students are barred from atten- 
ding any Stout function--curricular, 
extra curricular, or social. At the end 
of the probationary period if the 
dropped student does not reenter The 
Stout Institute, he or she will remain 
classified as a dropped student and 
therefore cannot obtain a guest slip. 
The term “suspended” is now com- 
monly replaced by the term “campus- 
ed”. Students who voluntarily leave 
Stout before graduating are also bar- 
red from obtaining guest slips. 


In the past years as well as the pre- 
sent there has been considerable 
trouble over the question of granting | 
guest slips to Menomonie residents. _ 
From past experience, whenever 
guest slips were granted to Menomo- 
nie residents, they soon came in such 
numbers that they dominated the stu- 
dents. The administration is attempt- 
ing to limit the social functions to 
Stout students rather than Menomo- 
nie residents, therefore it has been 
the policy of the school to refrain 
from issuing guests slips to Menorio- 
nie residents.

Eugene O’Neill’s ‘Beyond The

The first production of this play in 
1920 is considered today as a very 
significant point in the development 
of American drama. It was O’Neill’s 
first full length play to be presented 
to the public, and it marked the be- 
ginning of his rapid rise to his pre- 
sent day place of eminence in world 
theatre. But not only did this play 
mean an important point in O’Neill’s 
career, it also meant a turning point 
in modern American drama. Up to the 
time of O’Neill, American playwrights 
were writing rather superficial plays 
which gave little promise of enduring 
more than a few years. O’Neill’s plays 
immediately stimulated new fire and 
new life in American drama. Much of 
the vitality which exists today in the 
writing of a dozen or more Ameri- 
can playwrights can be traced to the 
stimulation of Eugene O’Neill.

work at the Home Economics Club 
meeting on February 5, at 7:30 in the 
chemistry lecture room. Vera 
McDowell, of Barron County, led the 
panel discussion concerning home 
demonstration work. Edna Langseth 
of Pierre county, Agnes Friedl of 
Dunn County, Vera Hub of Polk 
county, Mabel Joos form Trempeleau 
County, Betty Smith and Mary Blair 
of the Stout Institute participated in 
the discussion. 

Miss McDowell first explained the 
origin of home demonstration work 
saying that funds were provided by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture by the Smith-Lever Act. 
The University of Wisconsin directs 
home demonstration work in Wiscon- 
sin. Of the thirty-one demonstration 
agents in Wisconsin, twelve are grad- 
uates of Stout Institute. 

The work of the home demonstration 
agent was discussed by the grour. 
The agents sponsor and_ supervise 
homemaker’s «lubs, 4-H clubs, and 
community meetings all over the 
county. Some agents plan and give 
radio programs over local stations. 
The point was brought out that hom- 
demonstration work is strenuous bu! 
mteresting. There is so much variety 
in activities and in the ages of people 
one works with. 

The qualifications of a home demon 
stration agent were discussed by the 
panel group. Four years of training 
at a Home Economies college, a few 
years of practical experience such as 
teaching, and a good philosophy of 
life were given as desirable qualifica- 
tions for county agents. Others were a 
sincere appreciation and understand- 
ing of country people, and the ability 
to cooperate with both adults and 
‘hildren, 

The group also discussed means of 
getting a home demonstration posi- 
tion. The first thing that must be donc 
is to express a desire to do demonstra 
tion work to the state headquarters 
at the University of Wisconsin or to a 
county agent worker. Then when cn 
opening occurs, apply for the position 
The minimum salary is $1500 a year 
and $500 for traveling expenses. 

The meeting on home demonstratior 
work was sponsored by the profes- 
sional Home Economics organization 
the Phi Upsilon Omicron. President 
Mary Blair presided at the meeting.

PAP =a TELLS READERS 
HOW TO READ IT 


One of the few instances of a news- 
paper telling its cash customers how 
it siould be read is the distinction 
recently earned by the Northwest 
Missourian of Northwest Missouri 
State Teachers College. The new 
stream-lined paper recently carried 
the following outline-article on its 
page one-- and we believe you'll find 
it most interestngi. 
I. Make-Up 
A. The Front Page. 
1. The most important story o 
the front page is carried a. 
the extreme right, in colu:n 
eight. 
2.The second le:d story a 
pears in column 38 on the lefi 
side of the front page. 


8.The more important storie: 
are placed at the top of thc 
page, the less important c: 
the lower half of the page. 

4. Not all important stories arc 
on the front page. “Today’s 
Headlines” is an index to im- 
portant stories on _ ins.de 
pages. 

B. Grouping of Stories. 

1. Stories of campus society is 
gathered on page 3. The most 
important society story is 
placed in column 1. 

2. Stories of sports on the cam- 
pus are grouped on page 4. 
8. Features and special interest 
stories may be found on 
pages 3 and 4, and sometimes 
on page 1, if the importance 

is great. 

4. Editorials and special 
columns appear on page 2. 

II. Kinds of Writing in the Missourian 
A. Newswriting. 

1. The news story is written to 
be read and _ understood 
quickly. 

2. The news story contains only 
facts, and never includes the 
writer’s opinion or reaction 
to the story. 

8.The first one or two para- 
graphs summarize the whole 
story, answering the ques- 
tions who, what, when, 
where, and why or how. This 
condensed version of the 
facts in the story is called 
the lead. 

B. The Editorial 

1.The editorial is an essay 
expressing an opinion on or 
a reaction to some piece of 
news. It may approve, con- 
demn, praise, warn, 
explain, etc. 

C. Interpretive Reporting. 

1.A news story or comment, 
usually analyzing a sports or 
entertainment situation, 
signed by a reporter, differs 
somewhat from routine cov- 
erage and is called interpre-

\ ro PAY OR NOT TO 
PAY’ IS QUESTION 


Although the 1989-40 football year 
ended in a blaze of bowl battles that 
drew more cash customers than ever 
before, the season just closed will not 
be famous for its spectacular plays or 
players. Rather it will go down in the 
record books as the year of the big 
unfinished debate: To pay or not to 
pay? 

Spotlighted into national prominence 
by the dramatic decision of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago to discontinue in- 
tercollegiate football, the old ques- 
tion of subsidization of gridiron play- 
ers was more vigorously discussed 
and more definitely acted upon than in 
any other year since the advent of 
big-time, highly-publicized pigskin en- 
counters. 

it all began with the disastrous point- 
a-minute losses of the Chicago team, 
a team that took beating after beating 
in Big Ten competition, much to the 
chagrin of Maroon fans. The fans, 
aided and abetted by sports writers 
in all sections of the nation, began 
the clamor for alumni funds to aid in 
securing hot-shot gridmen. 

Then came the bombshell announce- 
ment of the Chicago board of trustees, 
which said in part: “The university. 
believes in athletics and in a compre- 
hensive program of physical education 
for all students. It believes its parti- 
cular interests and conditions are such 
that its students now derive no special 
benefit from intercollegiate football. 
The university looks upon all sports

its auspices for the recreation of the 
students. The university will 
continue to promote intramural 
sports and will encourage all students 
to participate in them.” 

With this announcement, Chicago 
authorities cancelled all football 
games scheduled for the future and 


asked Big Ten authorities to allow it 
to continue intercollegiate participa- 
tion in the 11 other sports sponsored 
by it. It is expected that the Big Ten’s 
answer to the Chicago proposal will 
be made in the near future. 
Meanwhile, with less fanfare and less 
comment from the columning quarter- 
backs, Loyola University of New Or- 
leans calmly announced that it is dis- 
continuing intercollegiate football so 
that the “large sums of money spent 
annually on football can be spent on 
educational expansion.” 

On other fronts, too, subsidization was 
a large topic of discussion. At a 
meeting of the College Physical Ed- 
ucation Association, Prof. L. C. Boles 
of College of Wooster urged his col- 
leagues not to allow collegiate physical 
education to become a field for men of 
“very limited mental capacity” to con- 
tinue in college for the sole purpose 
of playing on teams.—ACP

Usually, 
he can find the equipment in Colum- 
bia’s extensive sound laboratories. But 
he must be inventor enough to devise 
apparatus for unusual effects. 

“But his most important job is still 
to come—building, with his sound ef- 
fects, a three-dimensional setting for 
the dramatic action. This is done by 
the arrangement of effects. Take our 
man walking down the hall. Suppose 
we want to imply that the listener is ~ 
standing in the office. We start, then, ~ 
with footsteps off-mike, souding far 
away, with the first door also off-mike 
and dead—reverberations muffled so 
that they seem to be in a closed 


space: a hallway. We move the foot- 
steps toward the mike—the second 
door opens on-mike, and live. If we 
want the mike to travel with the 
walker, as though the listener were © 
accompanying him, we have a differ- 
ent problem. But it can be solved by 
a different arrangement of sounds. 

“People always associate sounds. with 
their correlatives in daily life. By 
a process of conditioning, the sound 
alone can make the listener visualize 
the thing with which he associates it. 
Taking advantage of this psycholog- 
ical fact, radio’s sound-men build 4 
visual world of space, solidity, and 
color, through the auricular sense — 
alone.”

AMERICAN COLLEGE CHAPELS 
ARE PERFORMING 


‘yital service for the cause of religion 
in being “inter-denominational ad- 
ventures in church unity, prophetic of 
an increasing unity among all men 
and women of religious good will.” 

This is the belief of Harvard Univ- 
ersity’s Dean Willard L. Sperry 
chairman of the Board of Preacher. 


as stated in his annual report. 
“Churches which are not ready to 
meet and match, in the conduct of 
their own affairs, the tolerance ana 
sympathy which mark the college 
chapels, must expect to forfeit the 
enthusiasm of returning graduates 
and to suffer accordingly,” he stated. 
“The college chapels are not, as is 
so often charged, the centres of de- 
natured religion, shorn of strong con- 
victions and reduced to some lowest 
common denominator,” Dean Sperry 
said. 

“They are inter-denominational ad- 
ventures in church unity, conducted 
under the conditions natural to life of 
the place; and so far from being trea- 
sonable betrayals of the past, they are 
prophetic of an increasing unity a- 
mong all men and women of religious 
good will. 

“The American college chapel, our 
own included,” he continued, “‘is a 
unique phenomenon in church history, 
without any considerable precedent in 
the past and without present parallel 
in most other lands. 


“Tt is a meeting place for all sorts 
and conditions of persons more con- 
cerned for the Christian religion in 
its entirety than for a particular 
Sectarian statement of that religion. 
In due time some one must attempt 
to appraise the influence which it is 
having wpon contemporary church 
history. 

“Thousands of young people go on in- 
to life from our American colleges, 
not merely familiar with, but believ- 
ing in, the non-sectarian and inter- 
denominational character of the cha- 
Pels which they have attended in stu- 


et acy 
dent days. If they return to the 
churches from which they came, they 
ask of those churches something of 
the tolerance and catholicity which 
they have found in their chapels.”—

SPECIALIZED TRAINING 
IN BUSINESS, Wo 


as a supplement to a Bachelor‘s 

Degree is essential if the college 

graduate is to receive full recognition 

in the business field. This is the con- 

clusion drawn by Mrs. |Adria C. 

Beaver, Director of Studies of the 
_ Washington School for Secretaries, 
from a study of a report on the 
economic status of women, recently 
issued by the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor. 
The report, prepared by the com- 
mittee on Economic and Legal Status 
of Women of the American Associa- 
tion of University Women, in coopera- 
tion with the Women‘s Bureau of the 
department, is based on a study of 
questionnaires returned by approxi- 
mately ten thousand of the Associa- 
tion’s employed members. 

_ As reviewed by Mrs. Beaver for the 
benefit of students of the Washington 
School for Secretaries in the National 
Capital as well as the Washington 

_ School for Secretaries in New York 
City, the report shows that aside from 
activities of University women in the 
educational field the largest single

group is employed in business as 
secretaries, clerical workers, or per- 
sonnel workers. One-fourth of those 
not in education are found in these 
business classifications, according to 
Mrs. Beaver. 
Mrs. Beaver found as a result of stu- 
dying in answers to the question- 
naires that a Bachelor’s Degree while 
unquestionably promoting the employ- 
ment stability of women was not in 
itself a sufficiently stablizing influ- 
ence to guarantee to the employed 
person adequate economic security. 
However, she revealed as a result of 
her study that supplementing the 
course for a Bachelor’s Degree with 
specialized training in business im- 
proved greatly the economic possibili- 
ties of those entering the field of busi- 
ness. 
‘o this extent Mrs. Beaver said the 
‘epo.t bears out her personal obser- 
vation made over a number of years 
xf close study of personnel policies 
und in the federal government service. 
imployers now, Mrs. Beaver main- 
yins. want a broad general back- 
zround of education such as is. con- 
veyed by the Bachelor’s Degree, but 
they likewise insist that this back- 
ground be integrated to the particu- 
lar position to be filled. 
Continuing further her analysis of 
the report on the Economic Status of 
College Graduates, Mrs. Beaver point- 
ed out that even in thé field of edu- 
cation, in which college graduates are 
dominant, further specialized training 
beyond the obtaining of a Bachelor’s 
Degree is highly desirable if not es- 
sential. Many of the positions filled 
by holders of Bachelor’s Degrees in 
the educational field are not exclusive- 
ly teaching positions. They run a wide 
gamut and in each of them special 
courses would lead to improvement 
not only in the position but in the re- 
muneration paid.

STUDENTS DO NOT FAVOR 


the government} as a source of finan- 
cial aid or as a job haven after grad- 
uation.

This is the assertion of Columbia 
University’s journalism dean, Carl W. 
Ackerman; and he cites figures gain- 
ed from a special survey of 15 cam- 
puses, by Prof. Elmo Roper to prove 
his point. 

“The real significance, I think, of 
present student opinion toward the 
financing of education is the opposi- 
tion to government aid,’’ Dean Acker- 
man said. ‘Students do not favor a 
spending-lending policy to help them 
make their way in the world. Only 
7.4 per cent of the students inter- 
viewed considered aid by the federal 
or state governments as desirable. 
This, I think, may be interpreted as 
a vote of confidence. in the continua- 
tion of the student-aid policies of 
educational institutions such as Col- 
umbia. University.-- Sides aiepee Sheet 
“Those who have been charging that 
some of the leading universities in 
the. United States have become cen- 
ters of socialistic and communistic 
theories of government and economics 
should study these statistics. Univer- 
sity students today are not applying 


the prevailing debt theory of politi- 
cal economy in their own lives, nor 
are they looking to the government 
to provide them with jobs.” 

Of the students under survey, 42.5 
per cent preferred part-time employ- 


ment; 32.8 per cent favored scholar- 
ships, and 14.5 per cent favored uni- 
versity or private loans. Those recep- 
tive to government aid were in the 
smallest group. 

Replies to a negative question, ask- 
ing whether there were any sources 
from, which students should not re- 
ceive aid, showed direct opposition to 
government generosity. 


“As capable and needy students pre- 
fer part-time work to loans or schol- 
arships,” the dean said, “it may be 
desirable and necessary, in order to 
attract this type of student, for edu- 
cational institutions to adjust their 
curricula and assist students to ob- 
tain part-time employment.” 

Prof. Roper’s investigation of stu- 
dents’ attitudes toward careers, Dean 
Ackerman continued, points further 
in the direction of student indepen- 
dence of government. Only 18.4 per 
cent of the men interviewed, and 9.1 
per cent of the women, believed that 
careers in the government service of- 
fered the best opportunities. The rest 
expected to make their living in in-

(1) A changed attitude on the part of 
students and the public—an “aware- 
ness” which was not present in 1914. 


(2) A more alert student mind—“pro- 
paganda must now be more subtle.” 


(3) A decision on the part of students 
to “put a ring of iron around the 
United States” and refusal to be rous- 
ed by anything less than what ap- 
pears, at least, to be “an overt at- 
tack upon this nation.” 

(4) “A general feeling in the United 
States that we must take some res- 
ponsibility for peace and reconstruc- 
tion after the war.” 

On this first point, he says: 

“There is an awareness today which 
‘was not present during the last war. 
For instance, when I landed in New 
York after my trip aboard, the repor- 
ters all wanted to know: ‘When are 
we going to get into it?’ ‘Will we get 
into it?’ ‘How long will it be?’ The 
war had then been under way-about © 
2 weeks. Pum et 

“J said, ‘Do you know, gentlemen; 
that you are asking questions ‘now;* - 
after 2 weeks, that were not asked in’ 
the World war until after 2 years'?”’ . 
And that is the situation that exists 
everywhere, including the colleges:” - , 
President Ford is probably the coun: * 
try’s greatest authority on the mould- 
ing of student opinion. During the 
last war, he served as director of the 
division of civic and educational co< 
operation of the immensely power- _ 
ful Committee on Public Informa- 
tion. It was his duty to build

question, President Ford replied fiat-~ 
ly, ‘Not at all. I feel that it would 
take what appeared to be an overt 
attack upon this nation now to rouse 
students to war. But there doesn’t 
seem to be any action in regard’ to- * 
peace—simply a state of mind, a de-. - 
termination to put a ring of iron a- 
round the United States.” 

Stressing the “awareness” which he 
finds present today, President Ford 
noted that ‘‘there is a much higher 
level of intelligence in this country. 
Of course,” he added, ‘“‘there should be. 
We have more avenues of informa- 
tion open to us. 


“There seems,” he pointed out, “to 
be little doubt in this country as to 
who precipitated this war. Public opin- 
ion polls show that the country has 
already placed the blame. No such 
situation existed at the start of the 
last war. 

“T think that as a result of this, pro- 
paganda must be more subtle. The 
old horror and atrocity stories of 
1914 won’t work any more.” 
And here President Ford warned a- 
gainst too loose condemnation of that 
word. “Everything is being labelled 
‘propaganda’ ” he said. ‘Particularly 
those things we don’t like. There is a 
tendency to believe nothing. There is 
danger in that direction, too.”

department. No teacher in The Stout 
_ Institute has equalled that record, and 
not many teachers in the state of 
Wisconsin have continued in the same 
college over a longer period. 
Mr. Curran’s resignation will come to 
the faculty and students of Stout, as 
it did to the President, as a great 
_ surprise, and it comes, too, with keen 
regret on the part of all who have 
worked with Mr. Curran through any 
considerable part of this extended 
teaching experience. 
Mr. Curran was born in Marquette 
County, Wisconsin, in 1879. His train- 
ing beyond high school preparation 
was secured at Stevens Point, where 
he attended two years before he came 
to Stout, and where he was given a 
diploma in 1908. Later Mr. Curran 
completed his work here for the 
Bachelor’s, degree which was- granted 
in 1921. 
Mr. Curran did two summers’ work 
in the Bradley Polytechnic Institute 
in Peoria, and one summer at Colum- 
bia in New York City. After doing 
work over a period of three years he 
was granted the master’s degree by 
the University of Minnesota, in 1934. 
He is retiring from the teaching pro- 
fession at a comparatively young age. 
In the state teachers colleges or any 
of the high schools of the state where 
teacher tenure prevails, Mr. Curran 
could go on for four or five years 
more without having reached his age 
limit, but he has chosen to retire from 
this business of teaching where sche-

DR. R:“COOLEY 
RESIGNS POST 
AS HEAD 


Of Milwaukee-Vocational- 
School/Last Week After 
Being’ Principal 
Since 1912. 


Stout is dedicated to the preparation 
of teachers of vocational, Industria] 
and Home Economics Education. Th. 
Milwaukee Vocational School is the 
most important school in America, o. 
for that matter in the world, employ 
ing the type of teachers that Stow 
trains. The founder of that scho: 

tendered his resignation last week. 
Dr. Robert L. Cooley was principal] 
of one of the larger elementary 
schools in Milwaukee over a consider- 
able period until he was made princi. 
pal of the Milwaukee Vocation a 

School in 1912. When that title was 
conferred upon Mr. Cooley, no such 
school existed, and at that time n 
definite notion as to the work to be 
done in such a school existed. It wa 

a new venture in a new field, anc 
undertaken at some risk of the repu- 
tation of any teacher who assumed 
the responsibility. 

The first classes, assembled in unuse 

store buildings and vacant shops. Ney. 
quarters had to be found as the en 

rollment increased. Mr. Cooley al- 
ways seemed equal to the emergency 
and his educational philosophies pre- 
pared him particularly well to pro- 
vide for the students the type of 
thing that made an appeal. 

Finally, the Milwaukee Vocational 
School building was completed. When 
finished, it was considered to be the 
largest educational structure of any 
sort under one roof, and today that 
building, with one or two other pro 

perties acquired later, boasts the lar- 
gest enrollment in any school in 
America. Twenty thousand students 
go and come through the doors o. 
that building. 

This is a record hardly equalled b. 

any other educator anywhere at any 
time. The loss of Mr. Cooley to the 
Milwaukee Vocational School will be 
keenly felt. It is particularly regret- 
ted that he retired because of ill 
health when he should enjoy, and we 
hope still may enjoy many years of 
rest and happiness. 

The Stout Institute and all of th: 
vocational schools of Wisconsin will 
be keenly interested in knowing whai 
the Board of Vocational Education in 
Milwaukee will do about appointing 
a successor. The future of vocationai 
education may be seriously affected 
as a result of the action of the Board. 
In 1925 The Stout Institute conferrec 
the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Science on Mr. Cooley, when Dr. 
Charles Prosser of Dunwoody Insti- 
tute received the same degree from 
this institution. These two great edu- 
cators were the first two people upo: 
whom Stout conferred this honor anc 
because of that, The Stout Institut: 
has been -very proud of the recor 
attained by these two men.

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GOOD TEACHERS ARE 
IN DEMAND/Z..,, 
whether the field be home economics 
and industrial arts or any other area 


of subject matter. The teacher train- 
ing institutions, in order to meet the 
demand for good teachers, are increas- 
ingly on the alert for the type of stu- 
dent who possesses the characteristics 
desirable in a satisfactory teacher. 
The question frequently asked is, 
‘How can: we contact the high school 
: Students. who are interested in be- 
“coming: teachers and who, at the same 
“time have the’ potential qualifications 
“ for.:teaching?” The Stout Institute 
faculty feel that the alumni can con- 


‘. tribute ‘extensively to building up the 


type of students who answer to the 
description of possible successful 
teachers. Each alumnus might contact 
one or two above average or superior 
high school students who are graduat- 
ing in June of this year and interest 
him or her in attendance at The Stout 
Institute. 
Through selection of the higher schol- 
arship and socially intelligent indivi- 
dual as prospective teachers, much 
can be accomplished toward the build- 
ing and maintaining of a high type of 
teacher in our public schools. 
The following statement is taken from 
the article “Teacher Selection” by 
Ben D. Wood from The Education 
Digest, September, 1936. ‘Teacher- 
training institutions should raise their 
admission and graduation standards 
as. rapidly and as high as circum- 
stance permit. If they continue to ad- 
mit students of non-professional cali- 
ber,.they are morally bound at least 
to keep them out of professional ed- 
-. ucation classes and to provide learn- 
. ing facilities appropriate to their in- 
. dividual abilities and needs.” 
This may be the means towards rais- 
ing the standards of students being 
trained as teachers at Stout Institute. 
The alumni can cooperate by recom- 
mending students that will live up to 
the professional standards that have 
been established as desirable. 


“WE SEE BY THE PAPERS 


The Affiliated Taxpayers’ Committee 
‘urges upon Milwaukee city and coun- 
ty governments an immediate one- 
third reduction in costs; a long-term 
program to reduce services and put 
cultural, social and recreational ser- 
vices on a fee basis; bringing public 
employees’ pension and retirement 
plans .to the same level as social ser- 
vice protection afforded private citi- 
zens; a reanalysis of educational pro- 
grams; special services to be charged 
to recipients; reasonable tax limita- 
tion. 

This ambitious program is a repeti- 
tion of what was attempted back in 
the early 30’s. 


Another news item describes a new 
organization — the Wisconsin Citizens 
Public Expenditure Survey. Headquar- 
ters are in Madison and there are 
four field representatives. They are 
interested in reducing the cost of lo~ 
cal government. Please note that the 
organization “seeks to stimulate, co- 
ordinate and make articulate the ac- 
tions of local groups of citizens whose 
objective is to work constructively for 
economy and efficiency in governmen- 
tal administration.” —W.E.A. 


“ENGLISH UNIVERSITIES 


are more concerned about students’ 
‘nights of residence’ than about their 
‘days of attendance’ ”. 

So says Dr. A. McKinley Terhune of 
Syracuse University English depart- 
ment, who recently returned from a 
year in Cambridge, England. 

Class attendance is not required, and 
no records are kept, but rules fixing 
students’ night hours are rigid, he 
said. Gates of the colleges are closed 
at 10 p.m., and students are then fined 
for infraction of the rule. 

While the American university is a 
comprehensible series of departmental 
units known as colleges, the two Eng- 
lish universities as corporate bodies 
are as “elusive as smoke,” Dr. 
Terhune stated. 

A central office to dispense informa- 
tion is non-existent English Univer- 
sities. The only source of information 
is the university calendar, whose con- 
tents have so accumulated through 
the years as to present a confused 
mass of data which Dr. Terhune calls 
“as helpful as an unabridged 
dictionary.” 


The English course of study is only 


~wthree years. The college year is di- 


vided into three semesters, each con- 
sisting of approximately 10 weeks, 
known as Michaelmas, Lent, and May 
Semesters. 


Students take only one subject, al- 
though brilliant students may take 
two. A student hands in a weekly 
paper to his tutor, who discusses it 
with him. Examinations are confined 
to one at the end of each year, the 


first two being merely * war.ui-u 


with the third year’s known as t 
‘“tripes,” being the most difficult anu 
important of all. 

In contrast to the American procedure, 
English universities have jurisdiction 
solely over academic matters, the 
“colleges” controlling the social life 
of the students, he said. 

Town ordinances do not apply to stud- 
ents, and the universities maintain 
their own police systems to deal with 
lawbreakers, Dr. Terhune mentioned. 


“Students must wear caps and gowns 
at all university appointments, in- 
cluding dinner, and after dark to dis- 
tinguish them from townspeople,” he 
stated in pointing out the contrast in 
formality of dress in English 
institutions. 

When questioned about the place of 
women in English universities, Dr. 
Terhune said that their status is in- 
ferior to the position occupied by the 
men. Although the amount of work 
requisite to a degree is the same for 
both sexes, women’s degrees are not so 
highly credited as men’s. —ACP

ELIMINATION OF FINAL 
EXAMINATIONS 


at Alma College as an experiment for 
the next two semesters has been an- 
nounced by Prof. Roy Hamilton, secre 
tary of the faculty. 

In explaining this innovation, Prof. 
Hamilton said that the change was 
being made with a view te stimulating 
students to keep up on their daily 
work. Frequently tests will be given 
on the basis of daily work, he said. 
Primary reason for the elimination of 
final semester examinations is the 
practice of a great many students to 
neglect their work during the sem- 
ester, and then stay up late during the 
last few weeks in an effort to cram 
for the tests. This system Prof. Ham- 
ilton scored as being injurious both 
to the students’ health and to the ed- 
ucational interests of any college. 
Under this new system of classroom 
examinations based on daily work, all 
students will be graded three times 
a semester, as been the custom for 
freshmen. 

At the same time that he announced 
this new system, Prof. Hamilton said 
that it is planned to give a standard 
comprehensive examination to all stu- 
dents at the end of their senior year. 
Such an examination, he said, would 
cover the entire college course, with 
special reference given to major sub- 
jects of each student—ACP

The absence of Miss Froggatt will 
give all of the people in the depart- 
ment a little heavier work and in- 
creased responsibility, but librarians, 
as well as teachers these days, feel 
called upon to continue their educa- 
tion almost indefinitely. >

so that students’ in the future will 
find it much more comfortable to visit 
in the Tea Room when occasions are 
afforded. The uncomfortable sound ef- 
fects of that room have been a matter 
of comment over a period of years. 
When a large group is in the room 
it has been very difficult to carry on 
conversation. That situation is now 
being changed. 

A crew of men began work in the Tea 
Room on Monday. The week is being 
given over to mechanical changes and 
new decoration. Sound proofing in- 
sulite will cover the ceiling and about 
one-third of the walls will be similarly 
covered. The insulite in the plastered 
walls will give a harmonious panel 
effect, improving the appearance of 
the room as well as the acoustics. 
Other minor changes will be made 
with the expectation, as the adminis- 
tration expressed it, that the Stout Tea 
Room would become much more pop- 
ular and be used more frequently. 


MAN IN POLAND HEARS 


shortwave news broadcasts*by means 
of his shortwave radio and acts as the 
only newspaper within a radius of 
twenty miles. 

All over the world, people like him, 
in neutral countries as well as war- 
ring nations, have come to rely on 
American radio for complete, unbiased 
news as well as for entertainment. 
For America is the only country in 
which radio is not a mouthpiece for 
the governments’s official attitude. 
The shortwave activity of American 
radio is hidden from most Americans 
because stations are directed abroad 
and their beams pass, literally, over 
the heads of American listeners, 
bouncing off the radio ceiling to earth ! 
again only after having traveled miles 
from their point of origin. The Col- 
umbia Broadcasting System operates 
two such stations, WCBX in New 
York and WCAB, a subsidiary of 
Columbia’s WCAU in Philadelphia. 
WCBX’s signals are aimed at Europe 
during the day, towards South Amer- 
ica at night; WCAB is heard in South 
America during the day, in Europe 
after dark. 


A large map of the world hangs in the 
office of Miss Elizabeth-Ann Tucker, 
shortwave chief of CBS. Colored pins 
indicate places from which Columbia 
has received listener letters. There 
are pins in every continent of the 
world, pins in New Zealand; in Delhi, 
India; Nanking, China; and 
Greenland. 

“The letters we’ve been getting re- 
cently indicate that citizens in belli- 
gerent nations are almost as thankful 
for our entertainment as they are for 
our news. Ben Bernie is still a favor- 
ite from Australia to France,’ says 
Miss Tucker, “but the objective re- 
porting of news is what most of our 
letters comment on.” 

At the present time, CBS shortwave 
stations are equipped to operate in 
six languages. A speech by President 
Roosevelt of international interest is 
broadcast over both stations, followed 


immediately by translations into 
French, German, Italian, Polish 
Spanish, and Portugese, made by 


Columbia’s staff of foreign language 
experts. Daily news bulletins, from 
American press associations are al- 
ways given in six tongues, in addition 
to English. 

While the bulk of the programs of 
these stations consists of American 
standard broadcast band programs, 
many of these shows are specially ar- 
ranged for foreign broadcast. The 
Ford Sunday Evening Hour is 
announced in Spanish for South 
American listeners and so is “Hit 
Parade.” 

The taste of foreign radio listeners 
never quite parallels that of Amer- 
icans, although it comes very close. 
Hollywood news is in great demand 
in all parts of the world, as is news of 
radio personalities. Everyone likes 
American jazz, although swing is 
sometimes a bit too much. On the 
other hand, demand for good music 
in South America is even greater thai 
it is here. Special concerts are fre- 
quently broadcast by shortwave with 
Spanish announcements. South Amer- 


Jiecans are also extremely style con- 


scious, according to Miss Tucker. At 
present, Columbia is airing a special 
series of style talks in Spanish. 

Listener mail enables Miss Tucker 
to ascertain the taste abroad, as well 
as dramatic personal reports received 
from visitors to America who drop 
in at Columbia’s offices to comment 
on the broadcasts. —CBS

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FLOUIS ADAMIC GAVE 
LECTURE / ; 

““Let’s Become Americanized—All of 
Us” as the fifth number of the cur- 
rent lyceum season on February 22. 
Louis, Adamic is on a speaking tour 
which is taking him all over the na- 
tion. America is a “nation of nations,” 
said Mr. Adamic, and the Anglo- 
Saxons were the dominant race. The 
Anglo-Saxons “Began to create a 
cultural pattern for our country,” and 
puilt up a dream of democracy. Louis 
Adamic thinks that “we have entirely 
too much prejudice . . . that is bad for 
America.” The racial groups in 
America are being pulled apart more 
and more, and the groups feel that 
“this is no longer their country.” 
“They are becoming unhooked from th 
country’s expansive and creative im- 
pulses, from the American dream; and 
are being drawn into the fear and 
confusion—made trends to contract, 
to narrow down, to grow anemic, neu- 
rotic and reactionary.” 

Tolerance is “at best a negative vir- 
tue.” The speaker pointed out that 
Americans need something more than 
tolerance: ‘‘we will have to try to be- 
gin to accept one another.” As Walt 
Whitman says, “This is not a nation 
but a teeming nation of nations.” One 
must remember that the contents of 
the Declaration of Independence “are 
not the exclusive patent of any strain.” 
Adamic suggested making ‘America 
safe for differences”, and accept each 
other as we are. To keep our Ameri- 
can dream, we must invite diversity. 
That will bring out “the basic same- 
ness of people” and edify our charac- 
ter. 

On discussing what to do in Amen- 
canizing all of us, Louis Adamic said 
that “the old American dream needs 
to be interlaced with the immigrants’ 
emotions as they saw the Statue of 
Liberty.” Remember that America is 
not a finished nor a perfect product. 
Schools should put more emphasis on 
background materials. Everyone can 
read books dealing with the old stock 
America. One can stop “avoiding 
People because they are of another 
background.” “Seek all the good ele- 
ments out of one’s background.” The 
words race, minority, melting pot 
should be used sparingly as these 
words have poor concepts.. Mr. 
Adamic urged the audience to be care- 
ful and intelligent no matter what 
happens in the world. America does 
have serious problems and in solving 
them “we should watch out that pre- 
judice and intolerance don’t turn 
the American dream into a _night- 
mare.” The future of America and of 
the world is “in unity within diver- 
sity.” To keep the American dreams 
from “turning into a nightmare, every 
once in a while we’ve got to wake up.” 
“A Nation of Nations” is Mr. 
Adamie’s iiext book. The forthcoming 
book will be a result of a survey of 
American life revolving around the 
fact that 38,000,000 immigrants of 50 
different racial backgrounds have 
come to America in the last hundred 
years. The book will probably be com- 
pleted and published in 1942. 
Carmola, now a part of Yugoslavia, 
was the birthplace of Louis Adamic. 
The speaker came to America in 1913, 
landing in New York on New Year’s 
eve, thus, gaining a lively impression 
of America. Adamic’s reason for im- 
migrating was the love of adventure 
which he gained through American 
dime-store novels. 

Mr. Adamic, author of seven famous 
books such as “The Native’s Return”, 
and “‘House In Antigua” has been in 
every state in the union, in Latin 
America and in the Orient. In 19382, 
the Guggenheim fellowship was 
awarded to Louis Adamic for his, 
book, “Laughing in the Jungle.’’ Louis 
Adamic has traveled 28,000 miles 
since October in a tour which is tak- 
ing him all over the United States.

Cashman, master-of-ceremonies of a

The future is in the song-plugging 
profession, an esoteric occpuation de- 
voted to getting band leaders to play 
a publisher’s tunes. The new Colum- 
bia show will expose the methods of 
this little-known industry, with dem- 
‘ onstrations by Jack Leonard, Tommy 
Dorsey’s former vocal star, and Ray 
Bloch’s orchestra. 
One of the newest trends in the pro- 
fession, according to Cashman, is its 
invasion by college graduates who 
just can’t keep their feet from tap- 
Ping when the music starts. Since 
Song pluggers in the past have usual-

»oints out that many of the taxes paid 
oy Wisconsin businesses are passed on 
to consumers in other states, while 
Wisconsin citizens pay indirectly some 
of the taxes levied in other states, 
when Wisconsin consumers purchase 
commodities manufactured and taxed 
elsewhere. 
The study shows that income tax is 
still the major source of federal 
revenue collected in Wisconsin, but 
that it has increased from 92 per 
cent of the total in 1932 to only 36 per 
cent in 1939, and yet with this lower 
percentage, the amount collected from 
this source has doubled in the last 
eight years. While federal income 
taxes collected in Wisconsin produced 
531,000,000 in 1939 the major item o: 
increased tax revenue in Wisconsin 
has been the beer tax, netting the goy- 
ernment $27,900,000. The other major 
sources, of revenue are payroll taxes 
netting $12,740,000, and manufacture 
excises bringing in over $6,000,000. 
The increasing scope of federal taxa 
tion is emphasized by the fact that 
the per cent of the total of all taxes 
state, county, local, etc. collected by 
the federal government has increased 
from 8.7 per cent in 1932 to over 30 
per cent in 1939. At the same time 
local schools’ share of the total taxes 
collected has decreased from 26.8 per 
cent to 17.1 per cent. Which causes 
the Wisconsin Education Association 
to conclude that ‘If the federal govern- 
ment continues to utilize the sources 
of taxation which otherwise would be 
available for schools either directly 
or indirectly in state aids, it must 
assume more financial responsibility 
for public education.”

And Temples Of Tibetan 
Llamas As Last Number 
Of Lyceum Series

jn the Stout auditorium on March 14. 
The pictures were taken by Mr. Ber- | 
nard, the adventuresome youg philo- 
sophy student from Columbia Univer- 
sity who not only gained admittance 
to these age-old and mysterious ritu- 


als but also got himself initiated into 
the lama-hood, becoming the first man 
ever to be so honored by the Bud- 
dhists. 

Mr. Bernard will personally present 
the pictures and will lecture on his 
sixteen months’ experience in Tibet 
and India. 


During his stay in Tibet Mr. Bernard 
visited three of the most famous of 
the ancient lamaseries and in the 
Potala, Tibetan “holy of holies”, was 
made a full-fledged Buddhist lama. 
How this amazing acceptance of an 
outsider and an American into this 
most mysterious and sacrosanct of 
Oriental rites came about, what he 
Saw during his stay there, and the 
Significance of Tantric philosophy for 
the western world will be explained 
in Mr. Bernard’s lecture, which is en- 
titled “Penthouse of the Gods.” 

Mr. Bernard is a native of Tucson, 
Arizona, and was a star football play- 
er at the University of Arizona dur- 


ing his, undergraduate days there. He 
Sirvdi-d tas.

studied law and, after his graduation, 
practiced for a time deciding to take 
up graduate studies in philosophy. 
At Columbia he received his MA de- 
gree and in connection with his pre- 
paration on a thesis on Tantric ritual 
for 2 PhD decided to go on to India 
“for first-hand study of the subject. 
‘He made his way to Tibet and arrived 
at the city of Gyamtse on Sang Wa- 
Pubo or the day of the anniversary 
of Buddha’s accession. There he took 
part in the offering of 1,000 candles 
and became a guest of the abbot of 
the monastry. He then applied for a 
pass to Lhasa, ‘the Forbidden City, and 
q was granted a ten-day pass. Once 
there, his wmusual knowledge of Ti- 
betan and Buddhistic matters so en- 
' chanted governmental officials that he 
was invited to stay indefinitely.

From Convention Of American 
Association Of School 
Administrators At 
St. Louis 

and in connection with the Annual 
meeting of that larger organization, 
he attended the convention of the 
American Association of Teachers 
Colleges the week before. 
The American Association of Teach- 
ers Colleges convened early Friday 
morning and continued in session with 
short intermissions until Saturday 
night. 
President Nelson insists that a review 
of the program would not appeal to 
the readers of the Stoutonia, and that 
we must be satisfied with the state- 
ment that the presidents of teachers 
colleges from every state in the un- 
ion, between three and four hundred 
of them, made studies of various im- 
portant educational problems, among: 
them the expansion of teachers col- 
lege opportunity, the costs of educa- 
tion in teachers colleges, and the cre- 
ation of standards for graduate 
schools. 
The American Association of School 
Administrators enrolled between fif- 
teen and sixteen thousand people. 
Twelve or thirteen thousand adminis- 
trators and teachers listened to sev- 
eral excellent programs and to ad- 
dresses made by leaders of education 
in America.

FOLKS AT EASTER 


One of these threats to human health 
is infectious diseuse, and there is no 
disease more readily transmitted than 
the common cold. There are three 
ways of controlling the spread of 
colds. The first method is through the 
isolation of all persons suffering from 
the disease. This is theoretically sini- 
ple, but literally impossible because 
.we cannot find all the cases. There 
are many gradations.of the infection, 
all of which are equally dangerous to 
a second person. Then there may be 
carriers, persons with disease germs 
in their bodies, but, to all outward 
appearances, healthy. Therefore, our 
isolation of cases in the infirmary 
serves two purposes, It is done for the 
benefit of the patient since pneumonia, 
and other complications may develop 
if outside infection is introduced.- 
Then, too, it affords protection for the 
roommate who would be forced to live 
in direct contact with the patient, Our 
second approach in the control me- 
chanism is to kill off the germs after | 
they have left the body. In colds the 
infection is spread through the secre- 
tions of the nose and throat. The use 
of paper handkerchiefs which can be 
destroyed by: burning, the use -of-sep-- 
arate drinking cups, towels and other. 
utensils cuts down-this hazard trem- 
endously. The third, and probably the 
best method, is to build up body re- 
sistance, This is best accomplished by 
closely adhering to the rules of 
healthful living. Develop habits of re- 
gularity in diet, exercise, and sleep. 
It is not a matter of accident-or whim 
that authorities advise three, well bal- 
anced meals a day, and at least eight |

SCORED 


a tremendous hit on Friday night, 
March 15, at the Stout Auditorium. 
Occasionally lovers of the drama have 
an unexpected thrill when college 
players present a play of sufficient 
merit to challenge professional actors 
and give a fine, well rounded, color- 
ful performance.

In the planning of both the under- 
graduate and graduate summer ses- 
sion schedules, the selections of the 
course offerings on both the six weeks 
and the three weeks bases, are guided 
by the developing requirements, in mo- 
dern educational practice.

In the twelfth and thirteenth cen- 
Auries when universities were taking 
form, they were under the jurisdic- 
tion of the church. The first scholars 
were clerics and they adopted robes 
not very different from those of other 
clerical orders. Robes and hoods were 
a necessity for warmth in the cold, 
clammy buildings of the middle ages, 
From these beginnings c re- 
alia derived its form, ‘modifications 
betne made to fit the changing needs. 
Even during colonial times, American 
colleges Used caps snd gown which 
were patterned on those brought over 
from England or developed locally. 
With the growth of the country, ed- 
ucational ‘institutions flourished and 
many adopted caps and gowns. Facul- 
ties at-a number of institutions adopt- 
ed outfits before students who used 
them at Williams for the first time in 
1883. y 
About 1890, there was a general stu- 
dent movement to wear caps and 
gowns, and their use spread rapidly. 
There was naturally a great diversity 
in custom. The stabilizing of this sym- 
bolism was done by a commission call- 
ed in 1894 which drafted suggestions 
for a uniform academic costume. 


_ The distinctions set up by the code 


are simple. Gowns for the Bachelor's 
degree are fashioned from “worsted 
stuff” with semi-stiff yoke, long 
pleated front and intricate sherring 
across the shoulders and back. The 
gown may be worn open or closed and 
is primarily distinguished by its long, 
pointed sleeves: . 

The Master’s gown has the same yoke 
effect, but ia worn open, and the very 
long sleeve is square and closed at 
the end, the forearm coming ‘through 
a slit near the elbow. Gowns for the 


. Doctor’s degree are alse worn open, 


but they carry broad velvet panels 
down the front, and three velvet bars 
on the full, round, open sieeves. This 
velvet trimming may be either black 
or the color distinctive of the faculty 
to which the. degree pertains. 
Gowns for both Master’s and Doctor’s 
degrees are preferably of silk. Caps 
may be of serge, broadcloth, or, for 
the Doctor’s outfit only, of velvet; and 
the tassel of the Doctor’s cap may be 
of gold bullion. 

It is the hood that gives color and 
real meaning to the academic costume. 
A black shell, of varying size for the 
three degrees, and of materia] to 
match the gown is silk lined with the 
colors of the institution conferring the 
degree and of a color signifying the 
department to which the degree per- 
tains. It is important to note that the 
reading of the degree, and not the de- 
partment in which the major work was 
done, governs the color proper for the 
velvet of the hood. Thus a degree con- 
ferred as “Bachelor of Science in En- 


gineering” requires.the golden yellow- 


of Science and not-the orange of 
Engineering. 

’ At all ceremonies where honorary de- 
grees are conferred it is proper for 


candidates to wear the gown signi- |. 


ficant of the degrees to be received. 
The Oxford cap, proper for all de- 
grees, should be worn indoors and out 
upon all occasions when gowns are 
used. This applies to students, faculty 
members, and officers. of the institu- 
tion. The tassel is always worn over 
the left front quarter of the cap. Fully 
ninety-five percent of American 
schools adopted the recommendations 
for standardization of the uniforms.

She has described a school: for pro- 
spective brides near Berlin; she was 
the only woman journalist allowed to 
visit a prisoners’ camp in the Reich, 
where she interviewed British pilots,

A few months ago, Mary. Marvin 
Breckinridge-was a photographer. She 
went to England, shortly before the 
declaration of war, and took pictures 
showing the effect of war on the ci- 
vilian population. She made a camera 
record of the evacuation of the child- 
ren from London, and toured the pro- 
vinces to take other shots. 

On her return to London, Miss Breck- 
inridge was invited to talk to CBS 
listeners by Edward R.. Murrow, Col- 
umbia’s European chief of staff. She 
received so much favorable comment 
that Columbia appointed her. reporter 
without portfolio in Europe. She has 
the photographer’s knack of analyz- 
ing #- situation at-a glance, and an un- 
usual facility to translate her reac- 
tions into clear, concise, pictorial 


prose. It was on one of her broad-. 


casts from Berlin that Miss Breckin- 
ridge described the school for the 
fiancees of Hitler’s Elite Guards or 
SS men. “The. director,” she said,

“MAKE” A RADIO NETWORK 


Few people realize that the facilities 
of a single radio station can be used 
to broadcast more than one program 
at the same time. ‘ 

And yet, in such a station as Colum- 
bia’s key station, WABC in New York, 
as many as seven programs may ori- 
ginate together—each heard in a dif- 
ferent part of the country—one, per- 
haps, on this campus, another in a 
dormitory in a different section of 
America, served by a different region- 
al network of the Columbia Broad- 
casting System. 

The wonder of network radio is that 
any network is made up of a number 
of smaller networks, or circuits, which 
can be juggled, pieced together, split

The 
tollege golfer can accept his expense 
to the National Intercollegiate Champ- 
jonship. He must pass. the eligibility 
rules of his university and of the 
N.C.A.A. In addition he must give the 
the N.C.A.A. Golf Committee a certi- 
fiea notice that he can represent his 
school. : 


If,the United States National Amateur 
is to get out a proper national repre- 
sentation, it will have to be reorgan- 
ized from: an expense standpoint. The 
U.S.G.A. must learn to overlook little 
things. Why fight over a gift of balls 
and close one’s eyes to bigger gains 
and _ unfair privileges? 

Amatéur championship golf does not 
lend itself to two mistresses. Most 
golfers, if the amateur rule is strictly 
enforced, must give up one or the 
other. The college golfer does not get 
as muvh practice as a professional, 
and he suffers accordingly, and by 
a good amateur rule; I do not mean 
using a microscope on small offenses, 
such as inyitatiors and little gifts, but 
long winters south and summers north 
and a certain professional attitude to 
the game, known easily and without 
snooping. It is of great import that 
the college sports of golf be kept free 
of the taint of money and professional 
commercialism. At a time when 
amateur golf is being totally eclipsed 
by professionals, surely there is 
nothing of greater interest to the 
game.

diseases are due to 


culiar to, and. characteristic of a par- 
ticular trade or employment. Some 
diseases and accidents at the’ Stout 
Institute are directly attributable to 
the courses.the students are taking. 
In order to control these diseases and 
accidents it is necessary to recognize 


‘the nature of the hazard, and then to 


enlist the aid of the student, instruct- 
or, engineer, nurse, and physician. 
The environmental conditions can be 
improved if each person is on the 
alert for defective lighting,. over- 
heating, excessive noise, and poor 
sanitation, There are in the various 
industries .some five hundred types 
of poison which are detrimental to 
human health. These poisons: may be 
grouped under four headings. - 
First, there are solids or ~wessaptavte 


dust. Of these the best known are lead 


which cause a generalized 
systematic disease, and asbestos 
(silicon dioxide) which causes local- 
ized tumors, The dusts of these ele- 
ments settle under physical ceasty, 
but will not diffuse.

When Gen- 
eral Grant uttered those now famous 
words, he had no idea that the line 
of conduct he had chosen would carry 
him: into the White House, although 
he understood that that was-the way 

to win wars. 

“Grant was a farm. boy, and he had 
undergone the experience that every 
farm boy underwent in those days, 

and in the lexicon of the farm lad .of 
jong ago there was no much word as 
“can’t”. Life on a farm seventy years 
ago, was a rigorous life and one of 
responsibility, and that responsibility 
reached far down through the house- 
hold, even to the little children. They 
had their tasks, and those tasks had 
to be done. Plowing, harrowing, seed- 
ing, cultivating and harvest were hard 
and exhausting jobs,.and young boys 
were -broker into those jobs at an 
early age. The dread of what might 

‘happen to them if they failed in-their 
allotted tasks made-them work through 
their tears, and carry on when they 

“were ready to drop. Pian ens 
Theg? boys acquired something more 
than technical skill in that hard 
school; they acquired character, per: 
sistence, bulldog courage—the basic 
qualities of success.. So when they 
were up against a tough problem, 
they very naturally remarked, “I in- 
tend to fight it out on this line if it 


‘takes all summer.” 


We would travel far to find a thing 
of that sort today, for most of our 
people now live in cities. Even those 
on the farm use tractors, electric 
lights and: power, automobiles, mo- 
dern machinery, and conveniences of 
all, sorts. Today we do much of our 
work, effectively too, by pressing but- 
tons. Can anyone conceive of a boy 


'". acquiring through button pressing the 


gualities that would make him say, 
in a pinch, “I intend to fight it out 
on this line if it takes all summer.” 
We have filled the world with gadgets 
that do indeed make life comfortable 
and easy, but.we have also taken 
‘away most of the tasks. that once 
made boys into men. Where does any 
city boy have an opportunity to. load 
a wagon of logs by himself? If he 
crawls out of bed not too late.to get 
to school before - the bell rings, 
makes passing -grades, and keeps out 
of the hands of the police, that is 
about all we expect of a boy these

RADIO ROW LEADS TO 
CARNEGIE HALL FOR 
YOUNG COMPOSER 


“The, most important thing I’ve seen 
from any young American composer,” 
said John Barbirolli, conductor of the 
New York Philharmonic-Symphony 
Orchestra, in announcing the world’s 
radio premiere of the new cantata 
“Moby Dick” by the orchestra over 
CBS on April 14. 

The cantata, based on Herman 
Melville’s book, was written by 
Bernard Herrmann, a twenty-eight- 
year-old American composer-conduct- 
or whose varied musical career has 
included writing dance arrangements 
for Johnny Green, rediscovering and 
conducting the works of obscure com- 
posers, and waggling a baton before 
a chamber ensemble of three men 
with saws and two with hammers. 
This “carpenter quintet,” further- 
more, played an original composition 
by Herrmann, a half-minute “musical 
cue” for a radio program about Hous- 
ing. 

This is just one of the wnusual instru- 
mental combinations utilized by Herr- 
mann for his musical cues. He knows 
more than anyone else in the world 
about the writing and conducting of 
these thirty second concerts that give 
the background to radio drama. 

In his position as staff conductor for 
the Columbia Broadcasting System, 
Herrmann has been called on to write 
music describing a melting iceberg, 
or the footsteps of a giant on-a sandy 
desert, the restlessness of a summer 
night, or the psychology of a time 
clock. 

For the last few months, Herrmann 
has been in Hollywood with the Or- 
son Welles company, writing musical 
continuity for the forthcoming Welles 
picture and doing the cue music for 
his CBS programs. 

This cue music is not Herrmann’s only

As a conductor he enjoys reviving the 
works of such little-remembered com- 
posers as Gesualdo, an Italian madri- 
galist; Henry VIII, King of England; 
and Jean Jacques Rousseau, the 
French philosopher. He is also res- 
ponsible, in part, for the growing 
stature of a number of contemporary 
American composers, including Char- 
les Ives. His own compositions, parti- 
cularly his “Currier and Ives,” Suite, 
have been played by some of the coun- 
try’s leading orchestras. 

Herrmann became a specialist in ra- 
dio’s musical cues by accident, one of 
the pioneers in writing original music 
for radio drama. Before his innova- 
tions, musical cue passages usually 
consisted only of excerpts from well- 
known operas and symphonies.

500 YEAR OLD 
MILK 


How would you like a glass of 500- 
year-old milk for breakfast? Several 
centuries hence some lucky individual 
may have the opportunity of enjoying 
that yery thing, and he may thank the 
ghost of Dr. C. W. Root, head of 
Syracuse University’s bacteriology 
department. 

It was nearly eleven years ago when 
Dr. Root placed in the cornerstone of 
Hendricks chapel a hermetically seal- 
ed flask of cow’s milk, along with a 
flask of nutrient agar, both purified of 
all bacteria before sealing. 

“Five hundred or a thousand years 
from now some one will be able to 
drink that milk which will be as sweet 
as it was the day it was placed 
there,” said Dr. Root in a recent 
lecture. 


The purpose of Dr. Root’s experiment. 


is simply to demonstrate that, with 


the absence of bacteria, foodstuffs can 
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indefinitely retain their nutrient value 
and edibility. Sone. & aoe 
“The only thing that can spoil the 
demonstration is the breaking of the 
flask by extréme temperature 
change,” said Dr. Root. 

The flasks of Dr. Root have as com- 
pany in the cornerstone a copy of the 
Daily Orange, student newspaper, 
published in 1929, along with various 
other articles not on record. A few 
days preceding the laying of the cor- 
nerstone by Chancellor Charles W. 
Flint, June 9, 1929, Dr. Burgess 
Johnson, director of public relations, 
suggested that samples of boarding 
house food be placed into the small 
vault in order that future observers 
may inspect the quality of our present 
day hot dogs, milk shakes, and bar- 
becue sandwiches. —ACP

The college golfer with an eight-club 
bag would find it infinitely more in- 
teresting to reach a hole over 420 
yards long in 2 than a player with a 
fourteen-club set. And there will be 
more pleasure still in the holes where 
two full shots are required, and, of 
course, the short holes. And the wind- 
ier the course, the more interesting 
it becomes, for a full number 5 under 
calm conditions should become a half 


number 4 with the wind against, for 


everyone knows that the lower flying 
ball is more easily controlled in the 
wind. This would apply all the way 
through the delicate distances wheth- 
er the wind was dead against or with 
you. The player, therefore, with the 
eight-club set of clubs will be obliged 
to practice long on the effect of winds 
on the ball and the clubface. It means 
an earned skill, not a purchased one. 
The college game of golf would be 
vastly benefited for one thing, for 
there will be a greater variety of 
iron shots. I think that when a play- 
er gets the hang of playing part- 
strength shots with all his irons, he 
will have lots of fun and find ap- 
proaching much easier and more in- 
teresting. He determines his own 
lofts. 

Legislation can fix the pitch of cer- 
tain recognized lofts; and a player 
should have one like that, and it 
should not vary a thirty-second of an 
inch from it. The law will not say 
anything about the weight as I see 
it. Let the cunning manufacturers 
play with everything except the loft. 
Fewer clubs in the bag will help con- 
siderably all the way around; finsn- 
cially, and as a matter of equality. 
I think that all the freak clubs, at 
least, should be done away with and 
a sort of a standard established; less 
freak legislation, in fact. I think 
that college girls’ golf, too, will be 
benefited by this change, for it will 
mean that brute force will have the 
least amount of advantage. 

There will be less chance to recover 
from a bad shot with the eight-club 
bag, and that is as it should be. Bad 
shots should be punished more than 
they are today. There will be fewer 
miraculous shots, but when they do 
come, they will be earned by skill and 
not obtained by purchase. The college 
player who can control a ball with 
the restricted lofts in the various 
degrees of wind is indeed enjoying the 
real thrills of the game. Learning 
the spins of a golf ball with fewer 
lofts is real fun, not a serious busi- 
ness with commercial aspects. 

It is never too late to bring about 
a sound change in golf. Let’s continue 
to try to make golf the game for 
every student by reducing the num- 
ber of clubs and thereby creating a 
greater variety of interest. The pre- 
sent number of intermediate- irons 
have taken much of the beauty of the 
sense of touch from the game.

CURIOUS SEASONING IS 
AID IN MAKING. 
COOKING FUN 


..Most cooking teachers are so full of 


scientific information on quantities 
calories and procedure, that they. 
forget cooking can also be fun, ac- 
cording to Ruth Parish Casa Emellos 
of Columbia University’s Teachers 
College, who this week began a dem- 
onstration course to show thirty-three 
“ teachers visiting the summer session 
how to concoct new and interesting 
dishes. 
Mrs. Casa Emellos has made a hobby 
of collecting and experimenting with 
curious herbs and seasonings which 
* she scours the city’s foreign market 
to procure. Many, of_them, however, 
are available in even the smallest 
town she points out, but are overlook- 
ed because people don’t know or for- 
get about-them. “Thyme and anis,” 
she suggests, “will give zest to fam- 
iliar dishes. Saffron is an old-fashion- 
ed flower which when dried and added 
_ to sauce, or cooked into rice, gives an 
= tirely. new and interesting flavor.” 
ee Casa Emellos does more than. 
lecture and talk about her recipes, 
With the assistance of one of her 
students, she prepares several dishes 
Bunker 
during each class period, and by the 
end of the two.hours has platters 
of steaming savoury concoctions for 
everyone to sample. 
Two members of the class are men, 
who take an active, interest in the 
proceedings. One is studying hotel 
management; the other, a physics 
major; is taking the course-te- 
at first hand the relation of science 
to_ cookery. 
Of the unusual American dishes pre- 
pared in class, a casserole featuring 
the lowly onion was voted the favor- 
ite. Here is Mrs. Casa Emellos recipe 
for scalloped onions and peanuts, 
which she recommends as economical, 
simple to prepare, and delicious. 


~~ INGREDIENTS: in the cream sauce- 


2 tablespoons fat, 2 tablespoons 
flour, 1 cup milk. % tsp. salt. Here 
are the other ingredients - 6 onions; 
1 cup peanuts ground, % cup crumbs 
buttered in, 1 tablespoon of fat. Boil 
onions until tender.. Slice and arrange 
in layers with nuts, onions and sauce 
in casserole. Cover with buttered 
_ crumbs and brown in oven. Serves six.

Harold C. Davies, special Red Cross 
first aid, life saving and accident pre- 
vention representative in Wisconsin 
and Michigan, has been associated 
with the Red Cross professionally 
since 1930. At present he is on tem- 
porary leave of absence from Mil- 
waukee County, Wis. chapter, where 
he has been director of first aid and 
water safety since 1935. 

Davies became director of first aid and 
life saving for the Duluth, Minn. chap- 
ter in June, 1930. He served there 
during the next five years, the second 
half of the period as_ executive 
secretary. 

On leave of absence from the Mil- 


Waukee County chapter, Davies spent 


the summer of 1936 as special Red 
Cross life saving representative with 
the National Red Cross, and was 
assigned to Oklahoma and Texas. He 
has been a member of the faculty of 
seven 
aquatic schools in Minnesota and of 
two in Wisconsin, where he taught 
basic swimming, water safety, acci- 
dent prevention, standard first aid, 
and camp waterfront management. 
Davies’ earlier experience in the safe- 
ty field included volunteer work in 
first aid and water safety with the 
Milwaiikee County chapter, swimming 
coach at Marquette University high 
school, Milwaukee, and member of 
registration and swimming committees 
of the Wisconsin A. A. U. He became 
a life saving examiner in 1923 while 
a member of the executive staff of 
the Milwaukee County council, Boy 
Scouts of America.

a hundredfold in the last decade. No 
longer is’ swimming) the adventure- 
some pastime of small boys in the old 
swimming hole. Nearly every com- 
munity now has well equipped pools 
and beaches. Mother, father, sister 
and even grandma join in this health- 


. ful exercise today. And there is reason 


for this growth in popularity. More 
and more people constantly have been 
learning to enjoy water, safely. 

The Red Cross has been making water 
safety its business since 1914, when it 
inaugurated the pioneer national 
movement in this field. Every year 
since then the drowning rate, which 
in 1913 was 10.2 persons per 100,000 
population, dropped steadily. This rate 
has dropped to almost half, and in 
recent years water fatalities have 
numbered about 7,000 annually al- 
though literally millions of persons 
now take to the water each year. 
Swimming has come into its own as 
America’s number one outdoor 
recreation. 

The Red Cross water safety service 
has grown from a membership of one 
in 1914 to approximately a million 
life savers now certificated through- 
out the country. In addition there are 
the countless thousands of beginners 
who have learned to swim and enjoy 
water safely through the annual pro- 
grams conducted by the local chapters. 
Other great national organizations, 
such as the Boy Scouts and the ‘‘Y’s” 
closely cooperate with the Red Cross 
in promoting life saving. 

The Red Cross aquatic safety courses 
emphasize not only methods of rescue 
and resuscitation, but also the dangers 
of swimming in hazardous ponds, 
pools and creeks where there is no 
supervision, in swimming alone, and 
in the attempted swimming rescue of 
the drowning by any other than one 
qualified to perform a rescue. The 
Red Cross is now teaching what is 
termed ‘“‘assist” rescues which enable 
beginners and even non-swimmers to 
save a drowning person with no per- 
sonal danger. 

While the tremendous expansion of 
paved roads, the building of hundreds 
of new swimming pools and the in- 
creased attractiveness of resorts mean 
progress, they nevertheless have 
greatly increased the possibility of 
drownings. The Red Cross is vigor- 
ously pushing its training of com- 
munity leadership for life saving. Such 
work is un example of the readiness 
of the Red Cross to lend invaluable 
assistance in service to humanity.

“NO GOLFER IS EVER - 
REALLY BORN” .. 


Everyone of them had to be made, and 
often the least promising material 
turns out to be the best in the end. 
All would never get far in the game 
unless they could have the best pos- 
sible kind of a teacher; even those 
who seem to play instinctively well, 
need tuition. The golfer’s failure to 
obtain good professional instruction at 
the start is responsible for many a 
life-long poor game. 

Private club golfers wish that begin- 
ning college golfers qualify in some 
way before they are turned loose on 
their course. The thought is that the 
beginner be made to show that he at 
least knows how to swing a club. 
While this aids golfers who are able 
to move along with their game, there 
is an element of unfairness in it for 
the beginner. The proper way of going 
about it is, of course, to take some 
instruction from a professional, a 
coach, but golf club officials feel that 
they have no right to tell collegians 
that they must do that. 

The logical alternative, it seems to 
me, is the college job - that of golf 
coach. It takes years and years to 
develop into a good golf player, and 
it takes longer than that to become a 
good teacher. Early interviews with a 
fine college coach and _ excellent 
teacher like Ben Thomson of historic 
Yale will mean much to the college 
golfer. College golf already owes much 
to the present coaches whose achieve- 
ments will not be overlooked or for- 
gotten. Ted Payseur of Northwestern 
has already done much to popularize 
golf in the colleges; Eddie Twiggs of 
Stanford is one of the most colorful 
coaches college golf has ever or will 
know, and from him I learned many 
interesting things about a college golf 
coach. He wins the hearts of his boys 
and girls. W. R. Smith of Minnesota, 
whose temperament is perfect, and 
who, hour after hour, with every kind 
of a physique coming before him, has 
made a great record. There is Bruce 
Drake of Oklahoma, who has a fine 
athletic build,'a truly powerful athlete; 
also the Reverend George L. Holderith

of Notre Dame, the world’s ideal golf 
coach; Major Cole of Louisiana State, 
who originates something good or who 
makes better that which someone else 
has already made good; Bob Kepler 
of Ohio State, who knows all the shots 
and is very well liked; R. O. Court- 
right of Michigari, who is a great 
encouragement to his college boys and 
Walter Burne of Princeton, who pos- 
Sesses a striking personality and a 
certain mannerism which makes him 
a picturesque figure on the link. These 
college golf coaches are happy, joyous 
fellows who teach their boys how to 
win or lose, how to take a criticism 
or compliment for the fun of golf. 
They really need no introduction to 
college golfers, for they have all 
known them one way or another, 
either through their personalities or 
their teaching abilities or both. 
College golf under these coaches bears 
a lesson, coachless colleges must look 
to their laurels. Championships will 
not come their way. They may have 
good players it is true, but not good 
enough. Unless other colleges heed’ 
the lesson written upon the wall at 
Yale, Northwestern, Oklahoma, Prince- 
ton, Ohio State, Notre Dame, Michi- 
gan, Louisiana State, Oklahoma, Min- 
nesota, they are due for very arid 
seasons. Student golfers to do their 
best must have the coaching encour- 
agement from their colleges. Champ- 
ionship golf is not easily acquired. 
With the tremendous golf development 
in the colleges which we are now wit- 
nessing, and new university golf 
courses coming into existence every- 
where, I feel sure that it is only but 
a matter of time until we have these 
official golf coaches in the majority of 
‘the colleges. The colleges might pay 
these coaches a fixed salary and have 
them teach golf without charge to the 
student, or they might arrange a part 
salary and part fee basis, by which 
the student could be instructed in golf 
for a yery nominal charge per lesson- 
say twenty-five cents or less. 

Under this arrangement students 
would know enough about the game 
not to interfere unduly with the plea- 
sure of others on a course. The exten- 
sion of the coaching plan would make 
better student golfers of all those 
who desire to play and thus would be 
worth while for college’s health as a 
whole and any college can well afford 
to go into the health-promotion busi- 
ness to the extent of a golf coach. 
Let more colleges announce their golf 
coaches. Others will follow quickly. A 


good coach is invaluable to a college. | | 


He raises the standard of play and 
shows collegians what they should 
strive for. Careful examination shows 
colleges noted in the number of good 
players have golf coaches.—Charles 
Eyans, Jr.

, TEACHERS SALARIES 
STUDIED 


By Wisconsin-Education™Associa- 
tio ho Report That The 
Old Days Teaching Salaries 
Must Be Discounted 


At this time of the year, with boards 
of education determining teaching 
salaries, it is interesting to compare 
present day salaries with those paid 
teachers in the days of our parents 
and grandparents. The Wisconsin 
Education Association, at Madison, 
has just released an interesting bul- 
letin on this subject, entitled Teach- 
ing Salaries, From Bustles to Jitter- 
bugs, which reveals the fact that in 
terms of real wages (what the dollar 


actually buys at various times) the 


teachers of 1860, 1880, and 1900 were 
very well paid compared to our teach- 
ers of today. 


The bulletin compares the average 
teacher of 1860, 1880, 1900, 1920, and 
1940, as to teaching experience, train- 
ing, academic work, and salary. It 
shows that the early teachers, while 
paid relatively low salaries in terms 
of 1940 wages, were poorly trained, 
with only an elementary school train- 
ing in most cases, and with very little 
teaching experience. The association 
has taken the salaries paid in those 
earlier days, and translated them into 
buying dollars. The result is rather 
startling as it shows that a teacher 
paid $24.20 per month in 1860 was 
actually getting the equivalent of 
$121 in teaching salaries today. Re- 
cords found in the Wisconsin State 
Historical Library show that in 1860 
eggs cost 8 cents per dozen, women’s 
kid gloves sold for $1, building bricks 
cost $4 per thousand, and rents were 
from $40 to $75 per year. The study 
shows that while teachers in Wiscon- 
sin were steadily improving them- 
selves in training and experience their 
salaries, while low in terms of actual 
dollars, still provided the teachers 
with more “real wages” than many 
teachers, better trained and more ex- 
perienced, receive today. 


Comparing living costs and the quali- 
fications of teachers today the Edu- 
cation Association urges schoolboards 
to consider existing economic condi- 
tions in setting salaries for 1940-41. 
A survey of Business Week shows 
that business activity has increased 
steadily during the past year, and the 
best business authorities comment 
favorably wpon the stability of this 
increased business activity. Which all 
causes the school people to remind 
board members and citizens that 
“While there is still plenty of im- 
provement possible in providing all 
schools of Wisconsin with Grade A 
teachers, we can say with certainty 
that never in the history of Wiscon- 
sin have so many schools enjoyed the 
services of well-trained experienced 
teachers. It is hoped that the com- 
munities of Wisconsin will recognize 
the importance of reimbursing teach- 
ers in keeping with economic condi- 
tions, and not cast a longing eye to 
the past when teaching salaries were 
low--but when the quality of teaching 
was even lower, proportionately. It’s 
just a question of what ‘Grade’ teach- 
er you want for your children. There 
are all types available--and as in 
most things, the cheapest is often ul- 
timately the most costly.”

ing the three day cooking school in- 
clude the following: 

“Any woman can cook well if she has 
everything to do with. It is the woman 
who can cook economically and still 
have tasty, well-balanced meals, who 
is really a good cook. The way to do 
this is to use leftovers correctly.” 


An afternoon session of the cooking 
school was held daily and on the 
third evening. At one afternoon ses- 
sion the home economics students of 
the Minneapolis, high schools were 
special guests. 

According to the Minneapolis Star- 
Journal write-up, Mrs. Smith gave 
some timely advice to brides. She urg- 
ed them not to be discouraged by “a 
flop or two”. “Burned biscuits and 
flat cakes aren’t tragedies. Everyone 
has them until practice makes them 
perfect.” She urged brides to use 
their heads as well as the cook books, 
to plan ahead, to plan meals so sey- 
eral foods can be cooked in the oven 
at once and to rely on their market 
clerks for advice when in doubt about 
purchases.

FEW RURAL CHILDREN 
IN KINDERGARTENS 


While the advantages of kindergarten 
training are generally conceded, less 
than 5% of Wisconsin school districts 
provided kindergarten training last 
year, according to a study reported 
today by the Wisconsin Education 
association, at Madison. Only one- 
third of Wisconsin’s 86,000 boys and 
girls of kindergarten age were actu- 
ally in kindergarten attendance in 
1938-39, according to the report. 

In cities, over 95% of the systems 
are supplying kindergarten training, 
but the rural areas, including village 
schools, have made little educational 
progress along these lines. With more 
children of kindergarten age in rural 
areas, than are found in the cities, 
the non-city schools have only 4,000 
kindergarten pupils enrolled. This 
represents only 9% of all available

thirty-four countries in thirty-six 
weeks was conducted by the World 
Letter Company, for which he wrote 
each week a thousand word letter that 
was to be circulated to American 
School children to aid in geographical 
education. These letters gave accur- 


ate accounts of Mr. Wilson’s impres- 
sion of the different countries gained 
through his association with the com- 
mon people by traveling fourth class 
and visiting in homes. 


The trouble in the European and Asi- 
atic countries, Mr. Wilson stated, is 
the overproduction of people. In com- 
parison to this the United States prob- 
lem of overproduction of crops is very 
minor. The annual income in India is 
less than the average monthly allow- 
ance for relief families in the United 
States. In the “richest farm lands in 
the World” in Egypt, the average 
farm includes only one acre on which 
in small mud huts, the natives live, 
who are trying with crude implements 
to raise enough crops to prevent star- 
vation. In Java, where because of the 
very crowded population, the natives 
have developed a high degree of 
efficiency, soil conservation and study 
of erosion was begun over two thou- 
sand years ago. “It takes a high grade 
of people to appreciate a democracy. 
Think it over!”

', We are dependent on our forests for 


a great many things in our daily life. 
Wood. for furniture, for railroad ties 
of which the: United States uses more 
than seventy million per year and to 
supply the many—paper —-mills-- upon 
which we depend for our daily sup- 
ply of paper, amounting to great 
quantities anfiually all must be sup- 
plied by our forests. Another reason 
for forest conservation is to provide 
. water protection for the citizens of 
the United ‘States and their possess- 
ions. Fifty million acres of good farm 
lands are ruined annually by gulleys. 
An example of -the work of the For- 


_est Service to prevent: this is the ex-| 


periment tried in. North Carolina 
where forty million pounds of good 
top soil were lost in one yearby plow- 
ing up and down the hills. By contour 
plowing and planting of trees this 
loss of top soil was decreased to only 
forty-seven pounds. The United States 
Government has in the past few years 
built several huge reservoirs and dams 
to aid in the control of flood waters, 
but Mr. Wheeler urged that the need 
for forests be considered as a vital 
factor in determining the-future suc- 
cess of these projects since the huge 
Elephant Butte Dam will be filled 
with earth in two years if proper 
-erosion control is not taken. The for- 
ests are also important to our nation 
from an aesthetic sense. In speaking 
of the beauty which different--com- 
munities. have brought’ about by the 
use of trees, Dr. Wheeler spoke of 
California’s ‘“Mile of Christmas 
Trees” and of ‘Washington D. C.’s re- 
putation as the World's Most Beauti- 
ful Capital because of its many trees. 
With the departure of our forests go 
the birds and animals who depend up- 
on them for food and habitation, and 
the importance of this loss to the 
American people is shown by the 
thousands of people who visit the 
National Parks and. Forests to enjoy 
the wild life. By planting new forests, 
especially school forests and commun- 
ity forests and by the preservation of 
our present forests through fire pro- 


tection, we will keep our land re- 


sourceful and beautiful.

Kirby attended the Baltimore Conser- 
vatory of Music; came to New York 
ten years ago. Kirby was a trombone 
player — until his trombone was 
stolen, and he had to take the railway 
porter’s job to get enough money for 
a new instrument. This time he picked 
something large, not so easily stolen.: 
Kirby bought a tuba, awitched soon 
after to a bass fiddle on which he has 
become a jazz virtuoso. 

After a period with Fletcher. Hender- 
son, he organized his own band, pack- 
ed them in at the Onyx Club - on 
Swing’s 52nd Street for two years. 
Kirby has surrounded himself with 
virtuosi too, such men as_ Buster 
Bailey on clarinet, Billy Kyle on 
piano, Charlie Shavers on trumpet. 
They can play anything that’s put 
before them — from a Shubert Sere- 
nede to Raymond Scott’s latest. 
Their music is a unique combination 
of arrangement and improvisation. 
Usyally the first and—last choruses 
are arranged. The middle is all ad-lib. 
It’s an all-Negro show, with a Negro 
narrator building the continuity be- 
tween numbers. The continuity is care- 
fully written ‘to blend with Kirby’s 
kind of music. In almost stream-of- 
consciousness style, it catches the rich 


rhythms of Negro speech, fading out 


slowly as the music wells up. 

When Maxine Sullivan was riding the 
crest of the “Loch Lomond” craze, 
she-said,’'l want.to_do_better . 
want to sing better ... 1 live for my 
singing.”

WISCONSIN EDUCATION 
ASSOCIATION REPORTS 


that although Wisconsin is long on 
educational achievement it is short on 
state support. Citing data just releas- 
ed by the U.S. Office of Education, 
the Association revealed that only 
eight states have a longer school 
term; only five have a larger number 
of days attended each year by the 
‘average pupil; only four ‘have a bet- 
ter record for average daily attend- 
ance; only three statés have a larger 
percent of their pupils enrolled in 
high school and only .eleven states 


buildings and equipment; 15th in the]; 
“| per pupil value of school property, and 


18th in the .yearly expenditure for 
schools for each person of population. 
With a daily expenditure of 50 cents 
-per-pupil- in attendance ~ Wisconsin 
‘ranks 21st among the states. 

The salaries paid Wisconsin teachers, 
supervisors and principals are’ below 
the average for all states, the study 
revealed. The average amount. paid in 
Wisconsin was: $1307 as compared 
with $1374 for the U.S. as a whole, 
according to the data. y het hens 
60 percent of all school ‘expenditures 
are devoted to .salaries of teachers, 
supervisors and principals in all states 
while in Wisconsin only 58 percent is 
‘devoted to this purpose. — 

While, according to- the study, some 
gain has been made in’ securing more 
state support for education in. Wiscon- 
sin, our state is far below. the aver- 
-age for the remainder of ‘the coun- 
try: The. average state provides 29.8 
percent of the total school cost’ from 
state sources while the state govern- 
nient of Wisconsin supplies 19.2 per- 
cent: Wisconsin supplies $15.14 per 
pupil enrolled from the state treasury 
while the average for all states is 
$24.36. —

MEN VS. WOMEN AS 


SCHOOL TEACHERS | 
QUESTION: Should more men teach 
school ? 

‘REPLY: In 1936 20.6% of all tea- 
chers in public elementary and secon- 
dary schools were men. Many educa- 
tors feel that this proportion should 
be greater not because men are neces- 
sarily better teachers than women but 
because it is felt that school children 
should be exposed to a more balanced 
and normal ‘school environment and 
not develop solely under the influence 
of women. 

This implies, of course, men teachers 
at least equal to women in ability and 
who look upon teaching not as a stop- 
gap but as a lifetime profession. Pres- 
ent day teaching is. rapidly becoming 
a highly specialized profession requir- 
ing men and women of high calibre 
and offering considerable opportin- 
ities of service.

CURIOUS SEASONING IS 
AID IN MAKING 
| COOKING FUN 


Most cooking teachers are so full of 
scientific information on quantities 
- calories and procedure, that they 
forget cooking can also be fun, ac- 
cording to Ruth Parish Casa Emellos 
‘of Columbia University’s Teachers 
College, who this week began a dem- 
onstration course to show thirty-three 
teachers visiting the summer session 
how to concoct new and interesting 
dishes. 
Mrs. Casa Emellos has made a hobby 
of collecting and experimenting with 
curious herbs and seasonings which 
she scours the city’s foreign market 
to procure. Many of them, however, 
are available in even the smallest 
town she points out, but are overlook- 
ed because people don’t know or for- 
get about them. “Thyme and anis,” 
she suggests, “will give zest to fam- 
iliar dishes. Saffron is an old-fashion- 
ed flower which when dried and added 
to sauce, or cooked into rice, gives an 
entirely new and interesting flavor.” 
Mrs. Casa Emellos does more than 
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lecture and talk about her recipes. 
With the assistance of one of her 
students, she prepares several dishes 
Bunker 


during each class period, and by the 
end of the two hours has platters 
of steaming savoury concoctions for 
everyone to sample. 

Two members of the class are men, 
who take an active interest in the 
proceedings. One is studying hotel 
management; the other, a_ physics 
major, is taking the course to learn 
at first hand the relation of science 
to cookery. 


Of the unusual American dishes pre- 
pared in class, a casserole featuring 
the lowly onion was voted the favor- 
ite. Here is Mrs. Casa Emellos recipe 
for scalloped onions and peanuts 
which she recommends as economical, 
simple to prepare, and delicious. 


INGREDIENTS: in the cream sauce- 
2 tablespoons fat; 2 tablespoons 
flour, 1. cup milk. % tsp. salt. Here 
are the other ingredients - 6 onions 
1 cup peanuts ground, % cup crumbs 
buttered in, 1 tablespoon of fat. Boil 
onions until tender. Slice and arrange 
in layers with nuts, onions and sauce 
in casserole. Cover with buttered 
crumbs and brown in oven. Serves six.

A. DOUGLAS JOHNSON 
WRITES 


an interesting description of an un- 
usual adventure which he and his wife 
experienced. Mr. Johnson is with the 
United States Department of the In- 
terior, Office of Indian affairs, field 
service.

Mr. Johnson graduated from 
Stout in 1932. Upon their return to 
Alaska they will be stationed at Point 
Barrow. 

A very vivid description of the erup- 
tion of Veniaminoff, mountain of fire 


_ has been received. High points of this 


story are related below. 

“On May 23rd my wife and I left by 
dory fos Ivanoff Bay and way points. 
We arrived at Roed Island in the Bay 
at 5:00 p.m. that evening. We had 
supper with Oscar Kristensen, and 


_ Barney Roed; otherwise known as 


“Deep Water Oscar” and “Red Bar- 
ney.” After supper we sat around 
and exchanged yarns. They told us 
all about Norway and we told them 
about our old home state North Da- 
kota. The weather being a common 
subject in Alaska we all strolled out 
in the yard to take observations and 
make our predictions. This was about 
10:30 that evening. 

I noticed how red the sky looked in 
the general direction of the volcano 
and called my wife’s attention to it. 
I told her that I’d bet it was Old 
Smokey off on a rampage again, and 
she told me I was having a pipe 
dream, that it was only a beautiful 
Alaska sunset. It did resemble one 
and we just left it as that for the 
time being. 

Looking out the window the next 
morning I noticed that all the green 
foliage and roofs of the outbuildings 
were covered with a fine powder-like 
substance. The beautiful snow capped 
mountains were no longer a pearl 
white but a dirty gray. We knew with- 


out going out side that what I had, 


seen last night was the fire from the 
volcano. From outside the house we 
could see indistinctly large black 
clouds hovering over the volcano area. 
From this small island the cone and 
crater could not be seen, due to the 
high mountains and our nearness to 
them. 

Mount Veniaminoff started belching 
forth ashes, smoke, steam, and fire 
about noon May 23. The fire and red 
hot ashes could be seen very plainly 
at night. One could feel slight quakes 
during the entire eruption. Lots of 
rumbling like loud rolls of thunder 
could be heard. The ashes fell con- 
stantly for the first week as, the wind 
blew directly from the volcano tow- 
ards the settlement. 

The caribou herds kept bunching up 
on the flats, driven out by the sulphur 
smoke and blinding ashes. These is 
no doubt that the vegetation was 
hampered close to the volcano but no 
loss occurred near the village. 

Our lights had to be on in the daytime 
when dense clouds of smoke and ashes 
were engulfing the village. At times 
it would remind one of a total eclipse 
of the sun. The sun would be shining 
brightly and then the wind would 
change and bring down the heavy 
dense clouds of smoke from the 
mountain side and put the village in

semi-darkness. We were always glad 
when, the wind would shift, and clear 
the atmosphere for a time. 

The Coast Guard Cutter Morris arriv- 


.Jed on May 31, and stood by for two 


days ready to evacuate the village 
population should any danger present 
itself. The natives as well as ourselves 
felt more at ease during their short 
welcome stay in the bay. Captain 
Garcia left for Unalaska on June 2, 
but promised to keep in touch with 
developments. The Commander want- 
ed to take the residents, but as we 
could see no danger we decided to 
stay and watch the Mountain of Fire 
as I termed it in the dispatches. 

The 14, 15, and 16 of June were the 
most miserable days we put in during 
the entire eruption of the volcano. 
The wind changed late on the night 
of the 18th, blowing the smoke and 
ash directly toward the village again. 
The wind velocity was about 30 miles, 
along with the fine ash it made a 
regular black blizzard. Visibility was 
about one-half mile at the best. We 
had to have the light plant going dur- 
ing the entire day for the three days 
due to darkness. If one went outside 
he would have to wear goggles to 
protect his eyes from the sharp ash 
that. filled the air. The wind must 
have carried the ashes and smoke 
hundreds of miles to sea during the 
three day blow. 

On June 19, a favorable wind sent 
the ash and smoke toward the inter- 
ability. The rumbling underground 
ior. The sky cleared to unlimited vis- 
ibility. The rumbling underground 
was more regular and louder. With 
the clearing of the sky one could see 
the cone very clearly. The jet black 
clouds of smoke still were mush- 
rooming into the air. At about 6 min- 
ute intervals there were loud explo- 
sions. At night one could see the 
tongues of fire lick the heavens, and 


red hot ashes and boulders roll off ; 


the edge of the cone and roll down 
the side of the mountain. Following 
each «explosion flashes of lightning 
would streak down into the valley 
below. 

I noticed at this particular time that 
the cone had a different shape. It had 
built itself upward with the contin- 
uous vomiting of rock and ash. One 
side of the cone had practically van- 
ished, and this must have been 
blown away on the morning of the 
19 as we were awakened by a terrific 
explosion which shook the whole 
countryside. Immediately following 
this blast angry tongues of fire lap- 
ped the heavens. Some 1,500 feet and 
large clouds of smoke and ash were 
sent skyward between 15,000 and 
20,000 feet. 

During the next three days Old 
Blackey was not visible due to fog, 
but on the twenty-third the day broke 
clear as a bell. The enormous puffs 
of smoke were still going skyward, 
and the rumbling and explosions were 
less frequent. 

The North Star arrived early that 
morning. Many of the passengers 
came ashore and there was really lots 
of clicking and buzzing of cameras 
for a short time. My wife and I did 
not leave Perryville in fear of the 
voleano as the press reported. The’ 
reason was because we were being 
transferred to another station at 
Golovin. We had been notified of the 
change that was to take place months 
previously. 

Upon arriving here at Golovin I had 
a letter from the Chief of Perryville 
stating that the voleano stopped erup- 
ting on July 12. Accordingly Mount 
Veniaminoff was in constant eruption 
for a total of 51 days.”

LELAND H. LAMB’WAS 


ELECTED SUP’T OF 
ST. LOUIS; MO. / 


public schools. His election took place 
recently, succeeding Henry J. Gerling 


who resigned last January. Lamb’s 
duties begin July 1. 

Quoting from The St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat: 


“Born in Tucson, Ariz., Lamb’s studies 
at Stout Institute, a school of indus- 
trial arts and vocational education at 
Menomonie, Wis., were interrupted by 
his war service. He took undergrad- 
uate work at Tulane University, New 
Orleans, and taught mathematics and 
English there. He received a bachelor 
of science degree at Stout and took 
graduate work in education at the 
University of Michigan, where he ob- 
tained his master’s degree, and at the 
University of Iowa. 

“A former Marine Sergeant of a 
machine-gun company who served 
overseas 10 months during the world 
war, Lamb became superintendent of 
Flint when only 338 years old. His af- 
fable personality and knowledge of 
school administrative problems deep- 
ly impressed board members, teachers 
and persons interested in education 
when he came here for public and pri- 
vate interviews on April 25. 

“He is an advocate of school boards 
conducting business in open sessions 
and of teachers and citizens having 
opportunity to question a superinten- 
dent about problems. In this manner, 
the youthful educator who is called 
“Lee” by teachers and associates in 
the Flint system, says he has received 
many valuable suggestions and ideas. 
“Superintendent Lamb showed a thor- 
ough knowledge of educational prob- 
lems and did not toot his own horn,” 
several of the board members com- 
mented. 

“Regret that Lamb might leave Flint 
was expressed by Ralph M. Freeman, 
president of the Board of Education 
there, who said the superintendent 
had done much for the progress of 
the city’s public school system. 
“Lamb also has been conducting ex- 
perimental work in vocational guid- 
ance on income from a $500,000 trust 
fund, special tests being made of vo- 
cational abilities of children and this 
data correlated with children’s per- 
sonalities. He also encouraged 8000 
men and women to enroll in adult 
education classes in Flint. The Flint 
school recreational program for child- 
ren and adults, he said, attracted 
15,000 persons out of the city’s 156, 
000 population. 

“Tamb is married, taught in Wiscon- 
sin elementary schools and was di- 
rector of vocational education and en- 
gaged in research work in Flint be- 
fore becoming superintendent there. 
He formerly was president of the 
Michigan State Council for Immigrant 
Education, has written on school ad- 
ministration, adult education and ed- 
ucational research. He is a member 
of the National Education Associa- 
tion, Michigan Education Association 
and American Association of School 
Administrators.”

AVOID OVERCROWDED 

fields by finding out where shortages 
exist, and unless you have a decided 
leaning toward an over-crowded field, 
avoid it. The National Resources 
Committee points out possible up- 
word trends in technical and super- 
visory jobs in oil and gas, commercial 
trailers, aviation, transportation in 
general, communication, electricity, 
air conditioning, refrigeration, chem- 
istry, and other fields. 

About 40 per cent of high school 
graduates would like executive or 
professional jobs, but only 13 per cent 
of all jobs in the country are of that 
type.

These are the men who, for admittedly 
good reasons, flunked Earl Robinson 
out of the University of Washington’s 
Liberal Arts College, and practically 
forced him to study music. 

Now that Earl Robinson has won a 
Guggenheim Fellowship, some of 
them may be possibly attempting to 
take at least part of the credit. 
Didn’t they force Earl Robinson to 
study music? And wasn’t it his 
musical talents which won him the 
fellowship—an award for writers and 
composers of proven talent, enabling 
them to finish a creative project?

A few months ago, Robinson was an 
“anknown” among composers. Then, 
last fall, when his “Ballad for Amer- 
icans” was sung by Paul Robeson on 
the Columbia Broadcasting System’: 
“Pyrsuit of Happiness,” he was 
greeted with an unprecedented re- 
ception. The studio audience clamored 
for the composer to take a bow when 
the “Ballad” was over.

ship Robinson has won, but it is, not 
the first he ever tried for. He came 
to New York in 19838, after grad- 
uating from the University of Wash- 
ington (he attended the Music School, 
afte flunking out of the College), 
and tried to get a Fellowship in the 
Juilliard School of Music. He didn’t. 
Instead, he joined an _ itinerant 
theater group which played through 
New York, New Jersey and Penn- 
sylvania for churches, lodge groups 
and unions—sometimes even on street 
corners.

for the sole business of producing 
mid secreting the) hormones which ex- 

rt a profound influence on the exter- 
‘¥nal appearance, body: processes and 
mental and emotional manifestations 


of every individual. These organs are 
the /endocrine glands. 


fhe endocrine glands have no ducts 
put deliver their secretions directly in- 
0 the blood or lymph streams. There 
are less than a dozen known ductless 
glands in the human body as against 
millions of duct glands but what the 
ormer lack in number they make up 
n importance. The known endocrine 
glands are: () the pituitary, the mas- 
ter of them all, reposing snugly like 
one small pebble in a tiny ditch, or 
fossa, in the base of the skull; (2) 
the thyroid, sprawling like the letter 
‘H” across the front of the larynx 
and windpipe; (3) the adrenals, perch- 
ed like triangular cocked hats over 
the rounded upper pole of each kid- 
Yney; (4) the parathyroids,. resembling 
minute reddish-brown beans marking 
e corner of an imaginary square on 
the back surface of the thyroid; (5) 
the islands of Langerhans, clusters 
of cells embedded in the connective 
tissue of the pancreas; (6) the ovaries 
or female sex glands and the testes 
or male sex glands. 


The effects of the hormones secreted 
by the endocrine glands are so inter- 
elated that an almost hopelessly 
complicated sequence of events takes 
Place when one gland does not func- 
tion properly. The adequate function- 
ing of one endocrine gland depends on 
the secretions of a series of others. 
To make matters more complicated, 
the condition of a particular tissue af- 
fects its response to a certain hor- 
Mone. Naturally this is very confus- 
ing, since an abnormal condition ap- 
Mparently caused by the over-function 
(hyper-function) or underfunction 
(hypofunction) of a particular gland 
may really be caused by an increased 
for lessened tissue response to a more 
or less normally functioning gland. 


Despite the difficulties which make 
endocrinology such a highly compli- 
cated subject, the study of the effects 
of the endocrine secretions has led, 
a comparatively short time, to the 
‘identification of many glandular mis- 
phaps. Among these are abnormalities 
yof growth and development, such as 
infantilism, dwarfism, gigantism, and 
retinism; diseases such as diabetes, 
xopthalmic goiter, and 
isease;.and certain mental and emo- 
jonal disturbances. Very likely even 
light deviations from normal in the 
ctivity of one or more glands may be 
an important factor in determining 
individual differences in personality 
and in the development of the so 
called “definite types” of body build 
nd tentperament. 


The endocrine glands are specially de- 
signed to secrete individual hormones 
at the proper times and in suitable 
quantities to coordinate the speed 
with which every cell in the body per- 
forms its duty. This is necessary be- 
cause the body is a community of 
billions of cells, each one having the 
urge to live and the ability to per- 
form one highly specialized task, but 
lacking the capacity possessed by one- 
celled organisms for independent life. 
To supply the various groups of cells 
with what they need from other 
groups, and to utilize their capacity 
for work to the best advantage, there 
must be a carefully planned system 
of controlling influences to quicken 
activity here and retard it there. 
The coordinating influence best known 
to everyone is the nervous system. 
But in large measure the nervous 
System exercises individual control-- 
operating through a central switch- 
board to put through ‘“person-to- 
person calls” from the receptor of a 
stimulus to the effector that acts in 
response to it. Nervous impulses can 
be spread from head to foot when the 
need arises, of course, but in the ab- 
sence of specific stimuli--whether 
chemical, mechanical, thermal, or elec- 
tric--and of highly specialized recep- 
tors and effectors, it would be impos- 
sible for the nervous system to coor- 
dinate the speed of one organ with 
that of another. 


The endocrine glands, on the other 

hand, work on the radio broadcast 
principle. They have the advantage 
of being able to deliver their own 
homemade hormones or impulses into 
the blood or lymph streams, which 
thereby receive the widest possible 
distribution. There is no organ or 
‘even part of an organ that escapes 
their influence. For this reason hor- 
‘mones are utilized, by and large, to 
bring about responses from the body 
as a whole or from a major portion 
of it, as in growing and in prepara- 
tions for the reproductive function.

hormonal control of body functions] the adrenal medulla secretes too much 


have been referred to as if they were 
separate and independent processes, 
in actual practice they frequently 
cooperate closely in the task of coor- 
dinating the speed with which the or- 


gans, work. Adrenaline, for example, 
is secreted from the adrenal medulla 
almost entirely at the behest of the 
sympathetic nervous system, and 
achieves its effects largely through 
the medium of that system. Some 
glands, however, appear to be inde- 
pendent of nervous influences al- 
though they are responsive to hor- 
mones from other glands. 


In a general way when a hormone 
reaches a specific tissue it assists in 
the occurrence of certain chemical or 
biological phenomena. It acts as a 
catalyst in the sense that it speeds, up 
tremendously a process which is the 
natural function of the particular tis- 
sue. Just so it might be said that the 
accelerator of an automobile assists 
in speeding up transportation which 
is the natural function of the auto- 
mobile. Without organs with natural 
functions of their own, hormones 
could not act at all. They cannot 
change the individuality of any organ, 
nor can they initiate any activity. 
What is more, an endocrine gland can- 
not retard any activity except by 
sending a smaller number of hor- 
mones than usual to an organ, which 
must, therefore, plod along at its own 
slow pace. 

The normal functioning of the endo- 
crine glands depends upon a number 
of factors most of which are beyond 
voluntary control. However, it is be- 
coming increasingly evident that vit- 
amin deficiency affects the endocrines 
adversely, and it is well known that 
calcium and phosphorus are intimate- 
ly associated with parathyroid func- 
tion and iodine with thyroid function. 
Thus the individual can help to pro- 
vide the conditions for normal endo- 
crine activity by eating foods, which 
furnish adequate supplies of these 
minerals and of all known vitamins. 
Usually either the amount of hormone 
secreted, or the rate at which it is 
secreted, is changed when a gland 
fails to function normally. When this 
happens the rate of action both of the 
organ affected and of other endocrine 
glands is disturbed. For example, if

adrenaline, the sympathetic nervous 
system becomes excited and stimu- 
lates the liver and muscles to unload 


too much sugar into the blood. As a 
result, the islands of Langerhans in 
the pancreas must work overtime to 
secrete enough insulin to metabolize 
the excess of sugar. Simultaneously 
other endocrines must also change 
their rate of activity. Sooner or later 
all this feverish overwork exhausts 
one or more glands, and a mixture 
of signs and symptoms occurs which 
is sometimes extremely difficult to 
diagnose. 

In the medical treatment of endocrine 
disorders much can be done, especially 
if the condition is recognized before 
permanent physical or mental changes 
have taken place. In case of glandular 
overactivity various forms, of depres- 
sive treatment can be instituted, and
